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A new dimension to horror: Now it's 775 


JONESTOWN. Guyana (LPI) - I'.S. 
soldiers overcome by the drcpenini; 
nightmare of mass suicide Friday kept 
rinding “bodies, one under the other." 
some piled four deep in the jungle 
graveyard. Officials feared the death 
toll could reach 800. 

“As you remove one. you may find 
three or four underneath it." one officer 
said as the team of Americans, all 
Hearing blue surgical masks against 
the stench of death, worked their way to

Many of the newly found bodies were 
children under IS who lay under the 
corpses of adults. There were at least

mate of 408. 

U.S. Army Capl. John Moscalelli of 
the body recovery task force said (IJ 
bodies were recovered by Friday night 
and 422 had been flown back to the 
United Stales. Hr predicted the final 


count would be 750 to 80O-“"glve or 
take a few either way. But we do nut 
expect any dramatic changes in the 
numters." 

“We keep finding bodies, one under 
the other." said Col. William Gordon, 
director of the U.S. task force at the 
People's Temple commune where the

“I spent 24 months in Vietnam, and 
this is the worst I’ve ever seen." said 
one U.S. soldier as he surveyed the 
expanse of death in Jonestown.

VANCOUVER — The long-troubled B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor emerged from iU five-day convention 
Friday with a new look, but only the test of lime will 
determine what the effect i.s going to be. 

With one surprising exception, the federation's 
hard-line establishment was wiped out in the bid for the 
top eight offices. 

“I think you'll find now that 
labor will close ranks and 
work together." said Jim 
Kinnaird, who won the first 
full-time presidency as pre¬ 
dicted for the faction that 
wanted a complete overhaul 
for the 250.00(l-member labor 
body. 

Some of bis leading sup¬ 
porters predict a change in 
style rather than direction fur 
a federation that has been 
criticized as being too heavy- 
handed for modem times. 

Kinnaird, considered by 
many a proven leader with a 
Inugh but level-beaded ap¬ 
proach to problems, defeat¬ 
ed Bob Donnelly by a vote of 
626-472. He was the choice 
of 57 per cent of 1,100 dele¬ 
gates in the bitter battle with 
Donnelly, president of the 
Telecommunications Work¬ 
ers Union and standard-bear¬ 
er for the establishment. 

Don Garcia of the Long 
shoremen put the single dent 
in the armor of the Kinnaird 
forces by defeating Monty 
Alton of the Steelworkers in a 
close contest for second vice- 
president. The other five 
vice-presidencies went to 
Kinnaird's "unity” slate, al¬ 
though the margin of vic¬ 
tory was never one-sided. 

Dave MacIntyre retained 
the critical secretary-trea¬ 
surer’s post by toppling Al 
Peterson of the Retail. 
Wholesale and Department 
Store Union. 

MacIntyre shocked the es¬ 
tablishment some time ago 
by opting to run with Kin¬ 
naird. obviously aware that 
his chances of survival were 
better this way.

Japanese newspapers re¬ 
port^ that the Chinese 
party's central committee 
may meet this weekend to 
name Teng premier and pos¬ 
sibly chairman of the party.

The Hong Kong paper said 
hu Teh. former mayor of 
Peking, would be expelled 
from Uie polltburo along with 
Chen Hsi-lien. commander of 
the Peking military district, 
and party Vice-Chairman 
Wang Tung-hsing. It identi¬ 
fied all three as having had 
connections with party radi¬ 
cals in tne past. 

Analysts In Hong Kong be¬ 
lieve Teng and his supporters 
will try at the meeting to 
squeeze their opponents from 
the poHtburo and. If they fall, 
t^ey may try to enlarge its 
membership In their favor to 
negate the influence of Hua 
and his supporters. 

The expioaion of wall post 
ers criticizing the policies of 
the late party chairman Mao 
Tse-tung continued Friday 
with the appearance of more 
than 90 new large-sized ones 


in Peking. Japan's Kyodo 
news sen ice reported. China

(QUEBEC (CP) — Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau's decision to abolish the federal urban 
affairs portfolio was a gesture of goodwill 
toward the provinces, says the minister 
who held the job, Andre Oucllet. 

Speaking here Friday, Ouellet—who be¬ 
came public works minister in the cabinet 
shuffle—said Trudeau's decision also made 
good sense in terms of current constitution¬ 
al discussions between Ottawa and the pro¬ 
vincial governments. 


In Montreal. (Juebec Municipal Affairs 
Minister Guy Tardif said he was pleased 
with the decision to abolish the federal 
department. 

The provinces have always considered 
urban affairs strictly a provincial matter. 

By abolishing the urban affairs portfolio 
next March. Ottawa is acknowledging the 
provinces' complaints and is taking steps to 
end constitutional confusion. Ouellet said.

Blackout glitch traced 


B.C. Hydro crews tracing 
transmission lines linking 
Vancouver Island u> the 
mainland found the source of 
Thursday night's massive 
blackout.

Dorothy Tupper of B.C. 
Hydro said a Hydro patrol 
crew discovered the trouble 
in overhead lines at the north 
end of Salt Spring Island Fri¬ 
day afternoon 


The outage, which affected 
the lower half of the Island as 
far north as' Port Albemi. 
caused interruption in elec¬ 
trical service from 20 
minutes in some bistances to 
almost 4)i hours in the case 
of Sooke. 

The spokesman said the 
general outage began at 1:04 
p.m., knocking out power in 
Greater Victoria, Nanaimo i 
and Port Albemi 


Some circuits, she said, 
were restored within 20 
minutes but most Island resi¬ 
dents had to wait much 
longer. Eisquimalt residents, 
for instance, went without 
electricity for an hour and t5 
minutes. 

The blackout In Sooke. she 
said, wu aggravated by a 
local problem which was at¬ 
tributed to the aftermath of 
this week's storm which 


brought near-freezing tern 
peratures to southern Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Hydro crews were sent out 
Friday from Duncan and a 
helicopter was dispatched to 
Galiano Island to begin the 
inch-by-inch inspection of the 
marine cable which stretches 
from Tsavrwassen on the 
mainland side to the Osborne

Jonestown’s 
final hours 

GEORGETOWN (AP) — A man who saw him 
dreds die in the biggest ma.ss suicide in recent history 
said Friday there was some hysteria and confusion as 
parents saw their children writhe in the throes of dcalii 
from cyanide poisoning at the Jonestown settlement. 

But Odell Rhodes of Detroit 
said most people quietly 
wailed their own turn to die. 

He said he saw perhaps 200. 
of the about 800 who poisoned 
themselves, drink cyanide or 
have it administered for¬ 
cibly. 

Rhodes said there was no 
panic or emotional outburst 
as people stood in line In 
swallow poison. He said be 
escaped the ceremony by 
slipping through a ring of 
armed guards and into the 
jungle 

“A lot of people walked 
around like they were in a 
trance. I don’t know if they 
even tried to gel away." said 
Rhodes. 36. who said he 
escaped about 30 minutes after the poisoning began. 

"There wasn’t that much noise." he said. "Chiidren 
were crying and going through convulsions and some of 
their grandparents and parents were getting hysterical as 
they saw their children die. 

“Butbasically a lolof the people were silling, especially 
the senior people—just wailing and watching." he said. 

Rhodes said the founder and spiritual leader of the 
Peoples Temple colony. Rev. Jim Jones, called a general 
meeting al the camp assembly hall and told people the 
lime had come for the ritual mass death 

IT M AS ( ALLED SHORTLY after I ,s congressman 
Leo Ryan left the settlement Salurda.i and l>H>k some cull 
memlwrs with him Ryan and several others were slain al 
the strip by gun-wielding cult members 

The "defectors" would never reach the I niled .Stales 
Jones told the crowd as the bizarre ritual of death 
began, Rhodes said 

Jones asked if there was di.sseni and one woman said 
death was not the only option. She suggested a move to the 
Soviet Union or Cuba. Rhodes said. 

But the gunmen relumed from the airstrip with reports 
of the killing and Jones said it was too late for anything but 
suicide. Rhodes said. He quoted Jones as saying peo 
pie had been killed and everyone present would have lo 
commit suicide 

ASKED MHY JONES LSSl ED Ihe order (or mass 
death. Rhodes said Ihe charismatic leader had warned his 
followers if some were allowed to leave, then family mem 
bers would come from the United Stales and lake others 
away. 

"He had a lot of ego and had lo be in control. " Rhodes 
said. "The decision (for suicide) was based on Ihe fad 
that he fell hr was losing control. I'm just trying hi fig¬ 
ure out why those people would voluntarily kill them 
selves." 

He said Ihe camp's doctor and nurses brought out 
several plastic containers of a liquid solution that investi¬ 
gators have since said contained deadly cyanide. 

"They would draw up an amount (of poison) inlo s\ 
ringes." Rhodes said. "Babies and children went first They 
would take the syringes and a nurse or someone else would 
pul it into a person's mouth and the pr-ople would simply 
swallow it down . . 

"THE EIR.ST PER.SO\ MHO went up was a )uung 
mother, about 27 or so. She had a small baby, about lU. She 
administered it to her own baby, then took her own. She 
walked over to a field and sat down. It was hard to be 
lieve." he said. 

Jones tried to reassure his flock as the number of 
writhing, dying people increased. Rhodes said. He said it 
look from four to five minutes for them lo die.

In black that read, "Love one an¬ 
other.” 

On the stage was Jim Jones's throne- 
like chair from which the leader o( the 
cult exhorted his followers at the bi-

U.S. military officials said they were 
no longer looking for survivors, ap¬ 
parently because of the task of recovery 
of new bodies they unexpectedly found. 
Thirty-nine survivors had been found by 
Friday. 

The odor from the swollen, decom¬ 
posed bodies was overwhelming. As the 
troops moved one body, frequently they 
would find another below it — some- 
• times a child, sometimes an adult. 

"Bodies were just piled up," one 
source said. “It seems the Guyanese 
(troops) were not going through them 
very thoroughly.” 

In the capital city of Georgetown, 
sources close to polled said Edward 
Bikman, 43, hometown unknown, would 
be charged today with four counts of 
murder in the throat-slashing slaying of 
Peoples Temple sect member Sharon 


/I 
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Amoa and her three young children la 
Georgetown last Saturday and with 
one count of attempted murder against 
Stephany Jones, another culUst. 

In Jonestown, Lt. CM. Howard Paris 
said some of the buildings in the com¬ 
mune had been ransacked but said 
he had no idea by whom. 

“We went Into the buildings, we found 
some ransacked, but we don’t know if 
this was the work of vandals.” he said. 

About 100 bodies were stiil lying about 
the open-air assembly hall Friday af¬ 
ternoon along with the bodies of many 
dogs. All the corpses found so far have 
bem In or near the anditorlum. 

No bodies have been found In the 
nearby jungle, where authorities at first 
(beorix^ Uiat hundreds of sect mem¬ 
bers had fled for their lives. 

Strewn abdut the stage were musical 
Instruments, Including electric guitars, 
as well as the microphones and stereo 
equipment that Jones used to broadcast 
his death appeal. 

Al.so on the stage was a large sign 


proclaiming; “Those who do not re¬ 
member the past are condemned to 
repeat It.” 

Commune members murdered Ryan 
and four other Americans as they 
boarded planes to return to George¬ 
town. A few hours later just after sunset 
the 4<-^ar-old Jones called the mem¬ 
bers of the cult to a mass meeting at 
the temple's auditorium where a cal¬ 
dron of cyanide and soft drink, tranquil¬ 
izers and pain killers awaited them. 

In Washington. John Bushnell. deputy 
assistant secretary of state, said the 
new count had only just emerged be¬ 
cause priority was given to Identifying 
known bodies and searching for survi¬ 
vors. 

“This has been a terrible calamity 
unprecedented in recent times.” Bush¬ 
nell said. 

Only 39 survivors have turned up and 
the new death toll could account for 
most of the missing people. G.S. heli¬ 
copters Friday nevertheless began 
searching the jungles for survivors and 
four more helicopters were ordered Into 
service to aid Guyanese search par¬ 
ties.

MANAGUA. Nicaragua 
(UPl) — President Anas- 
tasio Sumoza's Liberal 
Party Friday night re¬ 
jected a U.S. plan for 
heading off civil war and 
Costa Rica mobilized 
hundreds of fresh civil 
guardmen along the 
Nicaraguan frontier. 

DiplomaLs worked 
against the clock to pre¬ 
vent civil war threatened 
by the guerrilla oppo¬ 
nents of President Somo- 
za, but diplomatic and 
opposition sources said 
the prospects for peace 
were dim. 

The U.S. plan, present¬ 
ed to Somoza and the op¬ 
position Tue.sday night, 
called for a national 
plebiscite to decide if So¬ 
moza should stay in 
power or step daw n as his 
foes wish. 

According to the plan. 
Somoza and his family 
would have had to leave 
the country if the vote 
went against him. 

Somoza's Liberal Party 
rejected the proposal just 
a few hours before a 
deadline set by media¬ 
tors, saying, "We differ 
with your proposal be¬ 
cause it is unconstitution¬ 
al. 

Meanwhile. Costa Rica 
Friday mobilized . 600 
Civil Guardsmen to rein¬ 
force an estimated too 
men on the Nicaraguan 
frontier three days after 
a border clash. 

Carlas Tunnerman. a 
political ally of the San- 
dinista National Liber¬ 
ation front guerrillas, 
said by telephone from 
San Jose. “If every last- 
minute plan fails, the 
other viable alternative 
left is armed struggle for 
the people of Nicaragua 
to topple the dictator So¬ 
moza." 


Scare delays] 
Thorpe case 

MINEHEAD, England (Reuter) — A bomb scare Friday 
briefly interrupt the court hearing against farmer Liberal 
party leader Jeremy Thorpe, accu.sed of plotting to murder 
an alleged homosexual lover. 

The court had just started hearing evidence from Baha 
mas-based millionaire Jack Haywa^. 53. a big contribu¬ 
tor to the Liberal party which Thorpe led from 1967 to 1976. 
when everyone was oi^red out of the building. 

The court, which resumed after a ID-minute police 
search, is attempting to decide whether Thorpe. 49, and 
three other men shwid be tent for trial on charges of 
conspiring to murder former male model Norman Scott. 

The state alleges that In the early 1960s, Thorpe had a 
homosexual affair with Scott and then feared Scott would 
endanger his political career. 

The state prosecutor has already alleged that a gun¬ 
man was hired to kill Scott In 1975, but bungled the attempt 
and shot Scott's dog Instead. 

The gunman, i^ntlfied as airline pilot Andrew Newton, 
was later paid the equivalent of about $12,000 from funds 
donated to the Liberal party by Hayward, the prosecutor 
said in his opening statement Monday. 

Hayward was questioned about two sums, each about 
tIO.OOO ($23,000), which he contributed hot to Liberal 
party central funds, but to an account in the English Chan¬ 
nel island of Jersey specified by Thorpe. 

CKher contributions of around C 150.000 ($345,000) went to 
party central funds during the 1970s when the Liberals were 
staging an election cometuck. 

Hayward said that in May, he was asked by the police 
about the two payments ma^ to Jersey aOd that be had 
telephoned Thorpe to refresh his memory about them. 

"He said they were sent for election expenses and he 
gave me the name of a firm of accountants. I asked him 
what it was all about and why the police were investigat¬ 
ing." 


We’d cripple oil, 
say shah’s foes 


TFIHRAN, Iran (UPl) —In 
a new move against the shah. 
Moslem leaders Friday said 
they would order workers to 
destroy Iran's vital oil instal¬ 
lations if the military regime 
tries to break a new strike 
next week. 

The threat came as the gov¬ 
ernment .sought to stave off 
unrest throughout the nation 
by ordering the release of 267 
more political prisoners and 
promising seizure of corrupt 
Iranians' property 


Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho¬ 
meini. Iran's supreme reli¬ 
gious leader, ordered from 
his exile in France that a new 
oil strike begin Dec. 2. 

Opposition sources said 
Khomeini, the bitterly anti- 
shah leader of Iran's Shiite 
Moslems, had timed the 
strike to coincide with the 
beginning of Moharram, a 10 - 
day mourning period herald¬ 
ing the Moslem new year 
which ends Dec. II. 


HOPE GREETS BEGIN 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli Prime Min 
isler Menachem Begin outlined problems in 
the stalled Egyptian-Israeli peace negotia- 
lioas to six U.S. senators Friday but a 
delegation spokesman expressed optimism 
a treaty would be signed. 

"Despite the differences, there will be a 
treaty," said .Senator Henry Jackson.“The 
differences are not insurmountable." 

Begin, who has been resting with a cold 
since Wednesday, spent 14 hours at his 
home with the U.S. Senate foreign relations 
committee delegation. 


Israel and Egypt have agreed in general 
terms to a U.S. draft peace treaty. Their 
negotiations in Washington have bagged 
down over Egypt's insistence the treaty be 
linked to a solution of the Palestinian prob¬ 
lem and include a timetable for Palestinian 
self-rule in the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
of the Jordan River and the Gaza strip. 

Israel has rejected any such linkage and 
fears a timetable would allow Egypt to back 
out of the peace treaty If negotiators failed 
to work out a Palestinian settlement within a 
given time.

Rhodesia boosts 
martial law area 

SALISBURY (AP) — Rhodesia's biracial transition gov¬ 
ernment. faced with an Intensifying guerrilla war. declared 
martial law over 16 more black reservations and several 
areas of mainly white-owned land Friday. 

The announcement, which brought almost 75 per cent of 
Rhodesia under military authority, was the fifth addition 
since martial law was first declared Sept. 25 over about 
IS per cent on the country. 

The new areas include a Methodist mission on the bor¬ 
der of the Selukwe tribal trust land in central Rhodesia. 

Another of the new areas under martial law is the 
Zwimba tribal trust land, headquarters of Chief Jere¬ 
miah Chirau. who with white Prime Minister Ian Smith 
and two other black leaders make up the governing ex¬ 
ecutive council. 

Under martial law, military and para military per¬ 
sonnel can detain persons indefinitely without trial and 
set up military courts empowered to Impose the death 
sentence on guerrillas and collaborators. 

Police arrested 170 black youths who marched through 
central Salisbury on Friday protesting moves to draft 
blacks into the military

SOMEHOW THE MYTH that Canadians lack a 
national character, a distinct style of their own, 
has persisted over the years. The trouble is some 
of our rituals are so much a part of us we 
don’t recognize them. 

Consider the national exercise under way at 
the moment. We are celebrating the auditor- 
general’s report, an occasion when the blood 
pressure of all tax-paying Canadians soars in 
perfect unison, from sea even unto to sea. Gov¬ 
ernment and its monster administration have 
once again drawn us into perfect harmony as we 
mutter and snarl together over the annual cata¬ 
logue of wastefulness. 

All the budding suspicions, all the vague 
resentment toward that parasitical army of 
politicians and bureaucrats in Ottawa have been 
snapped into focus once again with indisputable 
facts. The auditor-general, charged with report¬ 
ing on the competence of government money 
management, nevei* lets us down. Each year he 
writes a new book of horror stories. The theme 
may be old but there are always fascinating new 
details. 

Close to home, a dyke-building project on the 
Fraser River was stopped because it was threa¬ 
tening a valuable salt water marsh — but not 
before $568,000 in “unnecessary costs.’’ 

A $14 million program which was supposed 
to replace lighthouse keepers with machines by 
1972 is still not completed. A few light-keepers 
bave'been sacked but that cost-saving has been 
offset by the need for more technicians to service 
the machines. 

That old favorite, the post office, is featured 
again. The auditpr-general lambastes it for pre¬ 
dicting new letter-sorting equipment would save 
us $161 million by 1985. Almost all of the antici¬ 
pated saving was to come through chopping staff 
— but the post office has no plans to cut staff. It’s 
our fault, of course. Fewer Canadians than 
anticipated are using postal codes and those 
nifty machines can’t sort uncoded mail. 

If you’ve given up on the post office long ago, 
how about the public works department paying 
$746,000 last year to rent offices which stayed 
empty? 

Then there is the lavish government office 
building in Ottawa, approved for construction at 
a cost of $57 million, which In fact cost $102 
million. The public works department decided 
payments would be stretched over 35 years, 
pushing the final cost to $213 million. 

The choice Irony of it all: the building is 
named after the late cabinet minister C.D. 
Howe, fondly remembered for once saying; 
“what’s a million or two?” 

The auditor-general’s annual report always 
sparks a certain amount of nostalgia. Remem¬ 
ber two years ago when we learned Atomic 
Energy of Canada paid $18 million in “expenses” 
to agents in the sale of nuclear reactors? ’That 
was the year the new auditor-general, J.J. Mac- 
donell, earned a place in our hearts recently 
vacated by the crusty Maxwell Henderson, when 
he said government spending was more-or-less 
out of control. 

In 1970 we heard about $800,000 in old age 
pensions paid to people not entitled to them. A 
sonic boom just up the island at Comox cost us 
$7,100 in broken glass. Somehow we lost $180 
million in tariffs to the automobile industry. 

Remember back in 1968 when Henderson 
told us about a prototype hydrofoil the navy had 
been working on since 1961? It was to have cost 
$9.1 million when delivered in 1966 but by 1968 
costs were $50 million and delivery date had 
been advanced to 1970. 

The real old-timers might remember when 
the auditor-general once found horses on the 
army payroll at Camp Petawawa. 

The memories. And pure Canadiana!

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Petro-Can: our late bloomer expands 


TORONTO — The purchase of Petro- 
Can, the oil firm owned by the Canadian 
government, of control of Pacific Petro¬ 
leums Ltd. from U.S. interests gives 
Canada a late beginning In the creation 
of an Integrated, national public oil 
firm. 

National oil firms now dominate 
world oil production and an Increasing 
share of oil sales In the major industrial 
nations. 

The first national state oil firm was 
created by Sir Winston Churchill ahortly 
before the First World War, when, as 
First Lord of the Admiralty, he sought 
secure supplies of oil for the Royal 
Navy, at that time converting Its opera¬ 
tions from coal. The world’s largest oil 
fields at that time were at Baku in the 
transcaucasian region of Russia and 
Churchill established the Anglo-Perslan 
Oil Co. to exploit the fields south of Baku 
In what has since become Iran. 

Anglo-Persian Oil Co. since has be¬ 
come British Petroleum, one of the 
famed "seven sisters” Western Inte¬ 
grated oil giants, but it is still more than 
40 per cent owned by the British govern¬ 
ment. 

In 1938, the government of Mexico, 
under President Cardenas, nationalized 
the Mexican oil industry, much to the 
consternation of the governments of 
several major Western nations. 

In 1947, the Italian government es¬ 
tablished Ente Nazionale Idrocarburi 
(ENI) under Enrico Mattel, who im¬ 
mediately put it to work exploring for oil 
In the Po Valley of Northern Italy. ENI 
found no oil, but It did discover huge 
reserves of natural gas, which it then 
sold at a high markup to Italian indus¬ 


tries. The natural gas profits provided 
ENI with capital to expand into all 
phases of the oil and natural gas indus¬ 
tries. 

ENI built up a network of 180 subsi¬ 
diaries, including SNAM Progetti which 
builds oil refineries, pipelines and petro¬ 
chemical plants. Among the numerous 
SNAM Progetti contracts is a 1974 
agreement with the Soviet Union pro¬ 
viding for the building of six petro¬ 
chemical plants and 24 large pipeline 
pumping stations. 

Another ENI affiliate. ANIC, oper¬ 
ates petrochemical, synthetic rubber 
and fertilizer plants. In 1974, an ENI 
subsidiary, AGIP SpA bought out Shell 
Itallana and its more than 2.000 service 
stations, which left ENI with control 
of more than 40 per cent of Italian 
petroleum sales. By 1977, ENI bad an¬ 
nual sales of $10,367 billion, and 103.349 
employees. 

Other European nations maintain 
national state oil firms. France estab¬ 
lished such a firm In the 1920s, and by 
1977 Elf-Aquitalne had annual sales of 
$7,754 billion, and 37,000 employees. 

In 1959, the Groningen natural gas 
field was discovered in the Netherlands, 
which led to the discovery of the North 
Sea natural gas and oil fields in the 
1900s. The Dutch government Immedi¬ 
ately placed the development of the 
domestic natural gas industry under the 
control of its agency, Dutch State Mines 
(DSM), which controls the Dutch coal 
industry and a large chemical Industry. 
By 1977, the annual sales of DSM had 
reached $4,131 billion and It had 32,400 
employees. 

Other European national oil firms 
are Spain's Enpetrol. with 1977 sales of 



$2,303 billion and 8,534 employees, Fin¬ 
land's Neste with 1977 sale of $1,541 
billion and 3,567 employees and Aus¬ 
tria's OMV with 1977 sales of $1,523 
billion and 9.023 employees. 

In Britain, government-controlled 
British Petroleum had 1977 sales of 
$20.94 billion and 81,000 employees and 
the government created British Nation¬ 
al Oil Corporation (BNOC) to take con¬ 
trol of the developmr at of the North Sea 
oil and natural gas reserves. 

The establishment of Pemex in Mex¬ 
ico in 1938 fixed the pattern for the South 
American petroleum industry. Pemex 
in 1977 had sales of $3,394 billion, and 
104,830 employees, and has a $20 billion 
expansion plan under way, whose objec¬ 
tive is to raise oil output from 1.3 million 
barrels a day to 2.2 million barrels a day 
by 1980. The huge Reforma oil fields in 
the states of Tabasco and Chiapas are 
among the richest In the world, and 


Pemex discovered 26 oil fields In 1977 I 
alone. > 

The Brazilian government in the 
1950s established Petrobras, which in • 
1977 had sales of $8,284 billion and 57,813 ‘

Venezuela, after debating the issue j 
for decades, nationalized its oil Indus- | 
try, and Petroleos de Venezuela in 1977 
had sales of $9,623 billion, and 25,225 
employees. 

The national oil firms are throwing 
the giant private, integrated oil firms 
back on a U.S. refuge. (Canada's nation¬ 
al oil firm. Petro-Can has only begun to 
attain a stature comparable to the firms 
of other nations. Its 1977 sales were $88.7 
million, and the 1977 sales of Pacific 
Petroleums Ltd. were $421 million, 
leaving the augmented Petro-Can with 
likely 1979 annual sales somewhat less 
than $600 million. This is a modest 
enterprise in comparison with the na¬ 
tional oil firms of counllcss other na 
tions.

Arabia has set the stage for a 
hike in the world price of oil 
next month. But a quiet deci¬ 
sion by the U.S. Department 
of energy may affect Ameri 
can consumers even more. 

Early next year, as a result 
of this combination of events. 
U.S. motorists could be pay¬ 
ing nearly six cents a gallon 
more for gasoline than they 
do today. 

Effective Dec. 1 the Energy 
Department is allowing the 
oil industry “a tilt toward 
gasoline.” as one expert put 
it. that could tack up to four 
cents a gallon onto the retail 
price. 

Simply expressed, the gov¬ 
ernment will relax its pricing 
standards to permit com¬ 
panies to pass through addi¬ 
tional gasoline refining costs, 
partly in the hope of spurring 
greater production of unlead- 
^ gasoline. 

Current spot shortages of 
unleaded fuel, according to 
industry analysts, .stem pri¬ 
marily from the reluctance of 
refiners — under present 
strict price controls — to In¬ 
vest the money needed to 
expand unleaded output. 

Department of Energy offi¬ 
cials say the retail price ef¬ 
fect of this change should be 
"minimal.” But, said an offi¬ 
cial, all fall there has been “a 
tremendous demand for 
gasoline — far above nor¬ 
mal.” 

If demand continues at this 
torrid pace throughout the 
winter, price pressures will 
mount, possibly producing up 
to four-cent-a-gallon in¬ 
creases at the pump.

Worldwide, meanwhile, a 
longstanding glut of crude oil 
has dwindle to the point, 
says Lawrence Goldstein of 
the Petroleum Industry Re¬ 
search Foundation. Inc., that 
"all price discounts” by oil¬ 
exporting countries have 
ceased. 

This is true partly, says 
Mr. Goldstein, because of re¬ 
duced Iranian supplies, but 
more basically because of 
production decisons made by 
Saudi Arabia early this 
year. 

The Saudis required the 
Arabian American Oil Co. 
(Aramco) to pump less of the 
highly desired Arab light 
ri^e and more so-called 
heavy crude, less desired by 
the market. The result was to 
hold overall Aramco produc¬ 
tion relatively low and pro¬ 
gressively shrink the world 
oversupply of crude. 

Thus, the Saudis fulfilled a 
pledge to their partners in the 
13-nation Organization of Pe¬ 
troleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), most of whom had 
clamored for a 1978 boost in 
the price of oil. 

Saudi officials, at the time 
fearing another price hike 
might induce world recess¬ 
ion, promised to end the 
crude oil glut and pave the 
way for a 1979 price hike in¬ 
stead, which OPEC is expect¬ 
ed to announce at its meeting 
in Abu Dhabi next month. 

Thus, the real price of oil, 
measured against the cost of 
other goods, has declined 


since mid-1977 — when the 
last OPEC price rise took ef¬ 
fect — because of world infla 
tion and the shrinking value 
of the dollar. 

Since OPEC oil is priced in 
dollars. West Germany. 
Japan, and the Netherlands 
— whose curencies have 
soared in relation to the dol 
lar — pay less for OPEC oil 
now than they did in 1976, 
according to a study by the 
New Yo^-based publication 
International Petroleum Fi¬ 
nance. 

Rising demand for oil. 
meanwhile, is pushing OPEC 
production toward the 31.5- 
mlUion to 32-million-barrel- 
a-day level says Mr. Gold¬ 
stein, up from the 28.5 million 
to 29 million prevailing ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Putting all this together. 
Mr. Goldstein's organization 
expects OPEC to decree a 
1979 price hike in the eight to 
10 per cent range, an assess¬ 
ment supported by other ana 
lysts. 

This, together with an esti 
mated 10 per cent volume 
increase In oil imports by the 
United States next year, 
could add $4 billion to the U.S. 
oil-import bill in 1979. 

A 10 per cent price rise 
would add $1.27 to the current 
$12.70 a barrel cost of Arab 
light crude, the “marker” 
oil by which other OPEC 
grades are priced. 

This, according to Mr. 
Goldstein, would add "less 
than two cents a gallon” to 
the retail price of gasoline 
and home heating oil, since 00 
per cent of any price hike 
winds up at the retail level.

If the media is the adversary 
what happens to'objectivity? 


OTTAWA — The minor cri¬ 
sis ignited by the decision of 
the prime minister's 
handlers to move his press 
conference locale has gen¬ 
erated several questions in 
the Commons, as well as edi¬ 
torial attacks. Suspicion fo¬ 
cuses on two possible prime 
ministerial purposes: • 

By moving from the nation¬ 
al press theatre, where he 
hol^ his conferences sitting 
down, to the Conference 
Centre, where he answers 
questions standing up. Prime 
Minister Trudeau can im¬ 
prove his image through the 
television cameras, or so his 
aides believe. 

By moving from the press 
centre, where a member of 
the Press Gallery executive 
decides who should ask ques¬ 
tions. to the conference 
centre, where a member of 
Trudeau's staff makes this 
vital decision. Trudeau can 
manipulate the press. He can 
exclude those with a reputa¬ 
tion for asking tough ques¬ 
tions. 

Neither suspicion is valid. 
Even if Trudeau's staff has 
decided to take over the 
image-making business, wc 
in the Press Gallery shouldn't 
show concern, but instead 
should face up to the compe¬ 
tition. Although many of us 
regard image-making as our 
exclusive territory, in fact 
joumali-sts, along with econo¬ 
mists and prostitutes, must 
be prepared to meet amateur 
competition. 

As for manipulation, we've 
been getting it ever since 
television arrived on the 
scene. Today, television is 
relatively unobtrusive; even 
so, the television people are. 
by custom, given first go at 
the prime minister, whether 
the conference is controlled 
by the press, or by Trudeau's 
staff. The need to make a 
good impression on the idiot 
box is paramount. 

At his latest conference. 
Trudeau said he thought the 
journalists were becoming 
bored with his press confer¬ 
ences, which is why he had 
been giving them less fre¬ 
quently. Conferences could 
be boring only for those jour 
nalists who expect actual 
news to emerge — and who 
are disappointed when it 
doesn't. But they are not bor¬ 
ing if looked upon as a form of 
entertainment. 

Consider the following Ab¬ 
bott and Costello exchange, 
taken from the transcript of a 
recent conference: 

Q. Could you share with us. 
sir, what are some of the 
yardsticks that you person¬ 
ally use about your own per¬ 
formance as a prime minis¬ 
ter as you assess yourself 
from month to month to de¬ 
cide how much longer to con¬ 
tinue in that office? 

A. Well, if you tell me the 
yardsticks you are using, I 
will tell you whether I share 
them. What yardsticks are 
you using? 




4). Sir, you are the prime 
minister. 

A. You are asking if 1 share 
your yardsticks in assessing 
my future. 

(). No. Your yarosticks. 

A. I cannot answer until 1 
know what your yardsticks 
are. 

(). No. I'm asking you, sir. 
how do you judge yourself, 
your own performance, 
whether you think that you 
ought to be continuing In that 
office. 

A. Well, considering tne al¬ 
ternatives I think I am the 
best man. 

It doesn't much matter 
whether such entertainment 
is provided at the locale cho¬ 


sen by journalists, or that 
selected by Trudeau's aides, 
sitting down or standing up 
Living as we do In the Age of 
Paranoia, a little comedy Is 
more than welcome. More¬ 
over, in my experience, the 
loughcr the questioner, Ihe 
funnier the questions and an¬ 
swers. 

Perhaps one of the reasons 
we journalists lead with our 
chins at some of these confer¬ 
ences is that, for the noblest 
of reasons, we regard our¬ 
selves as an adversary of 
government. We see it as part 
of our duty to protect the 
public from its own folly and 
from Ihe predators it has 
elected. 

But if we're always In an 
adversary position, we can't 
be objective^ and that, after 
all. is the fira rule of report 
ing in a way to protect Ihe 
public interest. If Pulonius 
had been couselling a jour 
nalist son. he would no doubt 
have said, "Neither an ad 
versary nor an ally be" in 
which case, we'd get a lot less 
entertainment at press con 
ferenccs.

It has a complicated name, 
but a theory of addiction ad¬ 
vanced at the B.C. Psycho¬ 
logical Association conven¬ 
tion Friday could have a 
major Impact on methods of 
treating addictions such as 
alcohol, smoking and heroin. 

The “cognitive-behavioral 
araroach" advanced by Dr. 
Alan Marlalt of the Univer¬ 
sity of Washington challenges 
some of the assumptions held 
by many In addiction treat¬ 
ment fields. Translated Into 
layman's language, "cogni¬ 
tive behavioral" simply 
means that you know what 
you are doing 

THAT, MARLATT said, is 
not popular with many in ad¬ 
diction treatment. They pre¬ 
fer to call the alcoholic, for 
instance, a sick person, one 
who has a disease of some 
kind. 

In doing so, they erase the 
stigtna attached to It but also 
make the individual power¬ 
less to control his addiction. 
On the other hand, methods 
used by the most successful 
addiction treatment pro¬ 
grams. such as Alcoholics 
Anonymous, Gamblers 
Anonymous and others, adopt 
a moral or even religious ap¬ 
proach which Is at odds with 
the treatment of a sickness. 

"They often rely on dogma 
and slogans to control be¬ 
havior, using statements like 
'Abstinence is the only cure,' 
or 'One drink leads to a 
dnmk.' 

While these methods are 
not in themselves wrong. 
Marlalt said, they lend to ig¬ 
nore a very important part of 
the process of addiction 
treatment, one far more 
common than abstinence: the 
relapse. 

niL COGNITIVE beha 
vioral model assumes that an 
Individual can control his ad¬ 
diction if he has .sound expec-

talionsof what itdoeslohim. 
has developed ways of coping 
with relapse, and can make 
adjustments in lifestyles. 

"The focus Is on mainte¬ 
nance of behavior change, 
rather than complete cessa¬ 
tion." 

When the emphasis is on 
treatment, relapse is a catas¬ 
trophe, since it Implies the 
whole treatment process has 
failed. But just as mistakes 
often teach us more than suc¬ 
cesses. careful study of the 
situations that lead to re¬ 
lapse. and the expectations 
involved, can btmefit the ad 
diet.. 

A study of 137 individuals 
who had had relapses showed 
that negative internal states 
were the most frequent fac 
tor. They could be caused by 
a fight with a friend or 
spouse, or an impending 
evaluation of some kind tat 
work, or at a social event) 
and were particularly impor¬ 
tant for alcohol and nicotine 
addicts. 

SOCIAL pressures were an¬ 
other major factor' in re¬ 
lapses. Meeting a friend from 
the drug culture would often 
precipitate a relap.se for the 
heroin addict, while an alco¬ 
holic may nin into drinking 
huddles or yearn for the usual 
Friday afternoon loot. 
■SmokFrs often relapse when 
they encounter other people 
smoking. 

One factor of relatively lit¬ 
tle importance. Marlatt said, 
was physical state, the crav¬ 
ing for the object of addic¬ 
tion. In only three per cent of 
the alcoholics and nine per 
cent of the drug addicts was 
the physical craving the main 


Cabinet shelling out 
despite BCR report 

The provincial cabinet has approved special war¬ 
rants totalling $16.2 million for the maintenance of the 
B.C. Railway's Fori Nelson extension.

precipitating factor for a re¬ 
lapse. 

An emphasis on complete 
abstinence can backfire, 
Marlatt warned. For one 
thing, many addicts fear life 
without their addiction. For 
another, abstinence ImptMed 
from the outside can gen¬ 
erate internal rebellion and 
then relapse, he said. 

A better approach is to 
teach the addict to avoid re¬ 
lapse. and also how to deal 
with it when it occurs. By 
preparing the addict for siti 
ations where relapse is likely 
to occur—a licensed restau¬ 
rant in the case of an alco¬ 
holic. for instance--the indi¬ 
vidual can be trained to cope 
with the temptation quickly, 
and effectively. 

ANOTHER Important 
strategy Is to produce a more 
balanc^ lifestyle. Marlatt 
said. Many addicts crowd 
their days with little for 
themselves, and when they 
finish, feel they owe them¬ 
selves the luxury of a few 
drinks or smokes. 

By readjusting the 
"should/would" balance, in¬ 
serting lime for jogging or 
meditation, the individual 
can resist the addiction bel¬ 
ter, sometimes replacing it 
with a positive addiction, 
such as jogging. Unlike the 
quick rush and long regret of 
alcohol nr a smoke, jagging 
involves initial pain but long¬ 
term benefits. 

If relapse appears to be 
inevitable, it can be conduct¬ 
ed under clinical conditions. 
Marlalt said. An alcoholic 
who still has a thirst can be 
brought to the clinic, where 
his rationalizations and ex¬ 
pectations for the drink can 
be discussed A drink is 
poured, and the usual re 
spon.se is Is that all there 
was to it?" 

When the expectations can 
be reduced in this way, the 
danger of relapse is less. 
Marlalt pointed out. 

A TRAINING program of 
this type showed a high de¬ 
gree of success in its own 
terms, although if abstinence

were the criteria it would be 
no better than other methods. 
Marlatt said. 

"Relapse intervention" 
training enabled a group of 
alcolwllcs to increase the 
number of consecutive days 
which they drank in modera¬ 
tion (fewer than six drinks, a 
somewhat liberal criteria, 
Marlatt admitted) by nearly 
five times. The number of 
days in which they drank in 
excess was one sixth that of a 
control group. ' Over the 
course of a year, the average 
person who had taken the 
training consumed too 
drinks, compared with 1,600 
drinks for those who had not 
had the training. 

SOCIETY may eventually 
adopt the notion that modera¬ 
tion may be as acceptable as 
abstinence, Marlatt said. 

“Perhaps the alcoholic can 
be persuaded to became a 
connoisseur of wine, learning 
to enjoy one ounce drunk 
slowly more than a bottle 
gulped down." 

But therapists should con¬ 
sider individual abilities to 
cope, he said. For some, 
strict abstinence with strong 
emotional or other penalties 
for relapse may work, while 
others may be able to control 
their addiction and lead nor. 
mal lives.

Ranchers favor war

The provincial govemmeni planv to wipe out 
walvcii In Ihe Kamloops area this winter with a poison 
that is “universally recognized as inhumane." 

The wolf kill, to satisfy complaining ranchers on 
Ihe Bonaparte Plateau, could cost taxpayers up to $3 - 
300. 

The plan was confirmed Friday by fish and wildiife 
branch officials in Kamloops and Victoria. 

The B.C. Veterinary Medical Association's drug 
committee chairman and a spokesman for Ihe Associa¬ 
tion for the Protection of Fur-Bearing Animals have 
condemned Ihe plan. 

A letter from G.E. .Stringer, fish and wildlife 
branch regional director in Kamloops, spells out Ihe 
scheme to make Ihe 700-square-mile plateau "wolf 
free." 

The Uct. 3 letter, addressed to Association for the 
Prolecllonof Fur-Bearing Animals spokesman George 
Clements of Vancouver, proposes to wipe out Ihe 
plateau's limber wolf population with lOM). a slow-ael- 
mg poison. 

Stringer says In l(K.' letter: "We have reduced Ihe 
wolf numbers in Ihe past two winters using poison lOHO 
but we have been unsuccessful in completely elimin¬ 
ating Ihe wolf population. In Ihe comming (sir) winter 
we again intend In eliminate wolvesf rom Ihe area using 
lOnO under Ihe lemis of Ihe Pesticide Conlrol Act" 
Clemenis said In a telephone interview this week that 
"death from KMO K a horrible thing." 

Clemenis saidihe dying animal usually is nut found 
because it runs aw ay. 

"If it's loaded with poison, you don't know what 
animal eals off it. or If it falls in a stream, or what 
it may do to contaminate Ihe environment." 

According to a panel of experts commissioned by 
Ihe American Veterinary Medical Association, (ilem 
enis said, lOHO was "universally recognized as an 
inhumane poison." 

The experts said lOMl resulted in a proTcinged and 
painful death after a minimum of two hours of violent 
convulsions, .seizures, vomiting, excited running, 
cowering and yelping 

Death may eventually come from massive cardiac 
failure. 

Dr. B.W. Iia.vrs. a veterinarian and drug conimil

The poison's active ingredient was sodium fluurua- 


cctale. which acts on the central nervous system of men 
and animals and “ja|« Ihe metabolic pathway." 

Hayes said in an i|fferview that he disapproved of 
the proposed poisoning. 

He said It had been documented that wolves conlrol 
their own birth rat^"lhey limit it to the area they're 
In." 

“I can't speak for Ihe whole veterinary profession, 
but I can't believe half the complaints about wolves are 
related to wolves at all. 

"We drive wolves to this by destroying their 
habitat. It's a shame. 

"The fact is they may have taken Ihe weakest 
animal that wouldn't have survived anyway. 

"There always has to be a fall gu.v." 

In October, Recreation and Conservation Minister 
Sam Bawlf denied reports that Ihe govemmeni would 
spend about $300,000 to kill wolves in northern B.C. 

Neither Bawlf nor Stringer could be rcachcxl fur 
comment on Friday. 

However, a regional branch spokesman In Kam¬ 
loops. Ralph Rilcey. said Friday in an interv iew that 
the wolf-killing plan was approved by naturalists. 

Rilcey said the plan was requirc>d becau.se wolves 
"re-invaded Ihe summer range." 

Altempis in Ihe last two years to wipe the wolves 
out with lOM were unsuccessful, he said. 

Ritcey admitted lOHO was not a fast-acting poi¬ 
son. 

"It usually lakes a fair length of lime. It depends on 
Ihe dosage. " 

He said about six ranchers summer roughly 11.000 
cattle in Ihe range. Five ranchers complained that 
wolves killed about 20 calves. 

The plan was approved by tbe regional predator 
management committee, he said, which includes 
sportsmen and representatives of Ihe B.C. Federation 
of Naturalists. 

"hi our (Kamloops) region there* are three areas of 
predatory management," Rilcey said. 

"One to kt*ep wolf-free. 

"One where we don't use poison at all becau.se we 
think there should be areas where wolves and grizzly 
bears are allowed to live without being harrassed. 

"And one buffer zone between Ihe two where we 
judge predation cases on their own merits." 

Acting fish and wildlife branch director Dun Robin¬ 
son said Friday the Bonaparte wolf-kill could cost 
anywhere from $3(K) to I3..’>00. 

Kslimates of the plateau's wolf population were 
unreliable, although one guess pul it at about 23.

OTTAWA (CP) — Finance Minister Jean 
(Tirelien said Frida.v he is not alarmed by 
last month's sharp drop In Ihe merchandise 
trade surplus and continues to believe this 
will be a record surplus year. 

Figures released by .SlnUslics Canada 
showt'd a merchandise trade surplus fur 
October of $91 million, down from Ihe $319 
million recorded in heplember. 

The surplus for the first 19 months of Ihe 
year stood at $2.87 billion. Chretien said in 
his budget speech last week Ihe September 
figures made him oplimislic Ihe year-end 
merchandise trade surplus will be close to $1 
billion. 

Ecunomisls and leaders have said Canada 
will need surpluses of close to $300 million 
each month fur the rest of Ihe year to realize 
Chretien's projection. 

Even with a record merchandise trade 
surplus Ihe over-all trade balance is likely to 
show a deficit of about $l-billion. There is 
normally a deficit of about $8 billion in Ihe 
foreign travel and service account. 


In an interview. Ihe minister said Ihe 
Ucluber surplus may be understated. He 
said the monthly figure could be consider¬ 
ably brighter when Stall.stics Canada re¬ 
vises its preliminary statement within Ihe 
next few weeks. 

“There w as a large surplus last month and 
I didn't gel particularly excited about that" 
he said. “Now it's smaller and I'm nut going 
to gel all excited about that either." 

He said the trend in merchandise trade is 
still in Ihe right direction, leading him to 
believe Ihe year-end total is not a cause for 
undue concern. 

“You have to observe these things over a 
lung period. One month is not enough." 

Exports dropped by 8.3 percent in October 
to $1.17 billion; Imports increased slightly to 
a monthly total of $4.38 billion. 

Opposition finance 
critic, predicted the disappointing trade 
surplus will cause further strain on the 
dollar, which was trading Friday below 85 
cents t'.S.

Imperial Oil Ltd. of Toron¬ 
to introduced an unleaded 
premium gasoline in April 
because many new cars that 
were supposed to perform 
well on lower-octane unlead¬ 
ed regular suffered from en¬ 
gine knock and run-on, said 
C. A. Hayles, assistant gen¬ 
eral manager of marketing. 

While the growing sales of 
the product Indicate many 
drivers want lo solve these 
problems, the federal min¬ 
istry of consumer and corpo¬ 
rate affairs and the transport 
ministry have not had many 
complaints.

57.4 per cent in 1980. It pre¬ 
dicts sales of unleaded regu¬

Jones, recalls Berkeley pho¬ 
tographer Richard Bames. 

Barnes said Mike Prokes. 
Jones' chief aide and a for¬ 
mer Stockton. Calif., TV re¬ 
porter now suspected in the 
ambush murder of Rep. Leo 
Ryan and four others, got up 
and “went on and on about 
how selfless and dedicated 
Jones was. how he was a man 
of the people and only wore 
second-hand clothes people 
gave him. and how worn out 
mey were. And there sal 
Jones, right next to Prokes. 
and he had on a brand-new. 
perfectly tailored suit ' 

Mike Cartmell. who joined 


the church in I960 at age 12 
and left almost two years 
ago, married one of Jones' 
adopted Korean-American 
daughters and became an as¬ 
sociate minister. 

Cartmell said Jones often 
talked of bow he only had one 
pair of shoes, one shirt, one 
suit, just as he expected his 
followers to have. 

"But what I found was be 
had six pairs of shoes—six 
pairs of identical shoes. They 
were .so Identical I couldn't 
even match them into six 
pairs." 

Once, Cartmell said. Peo¬ 
ple's Temple talked some 
company into donating a 


large volume of cheap sham¬ 
poo and toilet paper to the 
temple. "Bui the stuff was 
left and forgotten in some 
warehouse, and so we had 
this shampoo-and-tollet- 
paper crisis. 

"Jones got on the micro¬ 
phone in his room, which was 
connected to speakers 
throughout the temple, and 
told people. 'I don't have any 
toilet paper or shampoo. I 
make do. So can vou.' But in 
his room I saw he}iad a whole 
array of shampoo and It was 
the very best, most expensive 
kinds, and he had rolls and 
rolls of toilet paper, " Cart¬ 
mell said. 

Deborah Layton Blakey, 
Ihc temple financial secre¬ 
tary at the time, said that In 
Jonestown. Guyana, she and 
others were fed rice for 


breakfast, rice and rice 
water for lunch and rice and 
beans for dinner, with an 
egg and some meal once a 
week. Elderly people got an 
egg a day. Jones, however, 
dined regularly on steaks, 
often nibbling meat as he 
sat telling his sick and 
hungry followers how their 
entire existence depended on 
him. 

While Jones told parish¬ 
ioners it was evil to drink, 
smoke, have sexual relations 
with a spouse and go to 
movie, he did all these things 
in secret. Others who violat^ 
these leneLs were publicly 
beaten. 

Jones called his lOO or .so 
most faithful members to a 
meeting one night and gave 
each a glass of wine, former 
member Wanda Johnson re¬ 


called. Since members were 
forbidden to drink wine, some 
balked, but Jones insisted 
each drink the red fluid. 

After all had done so, she 
and Cartmell said. Jones told 
them it was poison and they 
would all die in 4S minutes. 

But when the appointed 
time came. Jones said it was 
not poison, that he had only 
tested their faith. 

Guyana, 
members worked in Ihe fields

seven days a week. Nights 
were often spent in meelings.

“Once he told us Ihc lime 
had come to die and we all 
lined up and were given Kool 
aid without sugar. I was so 
depressed I didn't care if I 
lived or died. In fad. I hoped 
I would die. " she said. 

Again, it was a "test of 
faith." 

Cartmell said when a pa¬ 
rishioner had a problem. 
"Jones could be a tremen- 
doas coun.selor and human 
being," staying up all night 
long to help the Individual see 
the problem and how to cop<'' 
with it. But Jones could be as 
cruel as he was kind. 

At a Peoples Temple picnic 
once. Cartmell retailed, 
Jones forced a small boy lo 
eat and eat until he vomited. 
Then. Cartmell said. Jones 
made thy boy eat his vomit 
"He did this three or four 
times." Cartmell said.

The report singled out for 
special concern a number of 
actions by governmental 
regulatory agencies, includ¬ 
ing the Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice and various government 
agencies dealing with labor- 
related matters 

For example, an effort by 
Ihe National Ijibor Relations 
Board to assert jurisdiction 
over paroehial elementary 
and secondary lay teachers 
involved in union activity is 
before the .Supreme Court. 

"If churches are to main¬ 


tain exclusive control over 
their Institutions," the state¬ 
ment said, "then ultimately, 
the churches must be forc^ 


to the position that their insli- 
lulicms are different, and in 
fact, that they are privi¬ 
leged.''

Most people today do very 
little praying. The average 
man, even when he is an ac¬ 
tive church member, prob¬ 
ably spends more lime each 
day in shaving than in pray¬ 
ing. And the average woman 
spends more time. I suspect, 
in applying chemicals to her 
skin and hair than she does in 
prayer. 

Part of V iT difficulty with 
res|>ect to prayer comes from 
our need lo use words when 
we pray. We use words in 
prayer not because (ktd 
nee^ them but because we 
need them. When we pray we 
aren't telling God anything 
he doesn’t already know: He 
knows all about our needs 
and aspirations, our desires 
and our sins. In prayer we 
use words to direct our 
thoughts, to set our minds, to 
fix our attention, in order that 
God—who always respects 
the freedom with which He 
has endowed as—can make 
Himself real to use and make 
known His will for us. 

Often when we try lo pray 
we have inner doubts and 
reservation.s—although we 
are not generally as candid 
as St. Augustine was when in 
his young manhood he 
prayed. "Give me chastity. 0 
Go(i—but not yet." When we 
pray we must be sure that we 
really want to be guided by 
God. 

When we look carefuly into 
our minds and hearts as we 
pray we often find that what 
we are really asking for is a 
liule help from (k>d in aid of 
some plan of our own. Or we 
may find that we don't really 
want what we are praying 
for. One of the old-time evan¬ 
gelists used to pul it in this 
way: "Many a fellow is pray¬ 
ing for rain with his tub the 
wrong way up"

Real prayer, effective 
prayer, is never easy. Any¬ 
one who prays effectively 
knows that prayer is sur¬ 
rounded with difficnllies. 
Prayei^the only kind that 
)ounLs—takes much time and 
effort. 

You may say that you don't 
pray because God is not real 
to you. That is quite under¬ 
standable. But that Is often a 
pulling of the cart before the 
horse. It is a basic fact of the 
life of faith that God does not 
make Himself known, does 
not make Him.self real, to Ihe 
person who never prays. If 
you sit around wailing for 
God to make Himself com- 
pellingly real to you before 
you pray, you'll never pray. 

It is one of Ihe paradoxes of 
Ihe life of faith that even 
though God may not seem 
very real lo you, you must 
pray to Him—and it is from 
your hesitant, stumbling be¬ 
ginnings in prayer that you 
team to pray to God who be¬ 
comes very real lo you. You 
learn lo pray by praying. The 
only lest of Ihe reality of 
prayer is in prayer itself. 

Prayer is not a means of 
badgering God into doing 
your will, not a technique for 
manipulating natural forces 
and other persons. This defi¬ 
nition of prayer is given in the 
old Catechism of the United 
Church of Canada: "Prayer 
is laying our lives open before 
God in gratitude and expec¬ 
tancy, casting ourselves on 
His mercy and love, telling 
Him all the desires of our 
hearts, listening to His voice, 
and accepting His way for 
our lives." 

William Temple, a great 
Archbishop of Canterbury, 
used to say that if he had only 
five minutes for prayer he 
would listen for four and 
speak for one

Bahai's 
focus 
on child 
training 


Many parents today are 
overheard saying. "I'm doing 
(he best I can, what more ran 
I do?" in answer to repeated 
charges that they're the only 
ones to blame for the unfor¬ 
tunate behavior of their chil¬ 
dren. 

"This is not only unfair, but 
untrue." said Bill Skure. rep¬ 
resenting the Baha'i commu¬ 
nity of Greater Victoria. 
•'The responsibility for the 
education and training of 
children does not belong ex¬ 
clusively to a child's parents, 
but to all of us who live in the 
community.” 

This idea was the focus for 
a Baha'i conference called 
Hatsing Children is Every- 
body’s Business. 

The (wo-day conference, 
held at the University of Vic¬ 
toria. featured three keynote 
addresses dealing with edu¬ 
cation as a principle, fol¬ 
lowed by a series of work¬ 
shops on such topics as 
immorality, justice and the 
role of parents in the training 
and educating of children, 
and the rights and obligations 
of family members. 

“Friends, teachers. TV. 
etc. exert a pervasive and 
powerful influence on our 
children beyond even that of 
parents. Parents have little 
chance to teach their children 
to be kind, ju.st and hopeful 
when they're surrounded by 
violence and cynicism", said 
Skuce. 

"Unless the community 
shares the same goals, enjoys 
the same hopes and agrees to 
work together, parents are 
going to continue to fight a 
losing battle. " 

The Baha'i faith Is based on 
the teachings of Baha'u'llah, 
and the pivot around which 
his teachings revolve is the 
unity of mankind. The final 
stage, Baha'is believe, is the 
social evolution of man's col¬ 
lective life on the planet. 

Just as familes were united 
into tribes, and tribes Into 
city-states, and city-states 
into nations, so today's na¬ 
tional loyalities must inevit¬ 
ably be replaced by a com¬ 
mon loyallty to the entire 
human race, the faith 
teaches. 

Thus, at different times 
and to different peoples, di¬ 
vine educators have ap¬ 
peared. such as Krishna. 
Moses, Buddha, Christ, Mu¬ 
hammad and Baha'u'llah, 
according to the faith. 

Each taught about our¬ 
selves and our relationship 
to God according to our ca¬ 
pacity to understand it at that 
time. Knowledge of the unity 
of the human race is the basis 
of the divine education that 
the Baha’u’llah brings from 
God today. 

“In the same way as elec¬ 
tricity always existed, but 
wasn’t discovered until Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin flew his kite 
one stormy day, so also the 
unity of the human race Is i 
fact, but most of us haven’t 
discovered it yet”, said 
Skuce.

The hat was passed and the 1.100 
delegates contributed $2,799. This was 
matched by the federation, and the B.C. 
and Yukon Building Trades Council 
added $1,500. 


The $55,000 figure included Ihe cost of 
the herring. 

Repre.sentatives of the Sudbury strik¬ 
ers were guests at Ihe federation con¬ 
vention. 

In another development, Ihe federa¬ 
tion .said it would give "appropriate 
support” to Manitoba liquor boaid em¬ 
ployees, who will reportedly be replaced 
In their Jobs.

During Ihe inquiry last 
week, the Vancouver provin¬ 
cial court judge admitted to 
being an alcoholic and to 
having picked up a teenage 
prostitute outside a Vancou¬ 
ver hotel for Ihe purpose of 
having sex. 

The cbuncil said the judge's 
actions were regrettable, but 
questioned whether he should 
be removed from the bench 
for “a single moral lapse." 
and recommended to cabinet 
that no further action be 
taken. 


•Freer trade the goal 


The B.C. government will continue Its 
qdest for a Canadian economic strategy 
which would include freer trade, at Ihe first 
ministers economic summit next week, a 
spokesman for Ihe economic development 
ministry said Friday. 

"We have to be more competitive than we 
are at present, and we've got to stay 
eompetitive, and certainly through free 
trade that's one way you can," Ihe spokes¬ 
man said. 

He said the B.C. government is seekidg a 
comprehensive, integrated approach to in¬ 
dustrial development. 


“You can't do it by ad hocery. You've got 
to take a big overview. We're not talking 
about spending more money becau.se. over 
the long haul, what we're talking about 
doing is getting the economy generating so 
much more income that we're all made 
better off.” 

He said a paper to be presented by Pre¬ 
mier Bennett calls for specific policy direc 
lions for industry with regard to tariffs, and 
help for traditional industries that are going 
to face adjustment problems, energy policy, 
transportation and research and develop¬ 
ment. 


Testimonies 
in mid-winter 

' OTTAWA—A royal commission into RCMP wrongdo¬ 
ing is unlikely to hear three former solicitors-general until 
ifeid-winter at the earliest. Mr. Justice David C. McDonald, 
the commission chairman, indicated Friday. 

McDonald said in an interview that the royal commis¬ 
sion is anxious to hear Ihe former ministers—Senator 
George Mcllraith, Consumer Affairs Minister Warren All- 
itiand. and Jean-Pierre Goyer—as soon as possible. 

They were expected to appear during seven weeks of 
public hearings scheduled this autumn. But almost Ihe 
whole of Ihe period, which ends Dec. 7, is being spent behind 
dosed doors with two witnesses—retired RCMP commis- 
<doncr W. L. Higgitt and John Stames, retired director-gen- 
o-al of the RCMP Security Service. 

' Higgitt spent six days on the witness stand in public and 
Starnes two, each indicating that the cabinet ministers must 
have known the Security ^rvice had to break the law to 
ihonitor Quebec dissent In the early 1970s and counter any 
Incurrence of terrorism in the province. 

' Goyer and Allmand have indicated that they are anxious 
to appear before the royal commission to reply to Ihe 
Higgitt-Slames allegations. 

However, McDonald said, the commission has yet to 
sort nut procedural problems created by the nature of 
questioning related to "confidential government docu- 
ihenls.” The commission has Ihe documents but the govem- 
menl has raised objections to making them, or testimony 
rblated to them, public. 

I After the Higgitt-Stames testimony is complete, pos- 
<dbly by the end of next week, the commi.ssion and Ihe 
lawyers before it will tackle this problem. 

I This makes further public hearings this fall unlikely 
because at least one lawyer has scheduled other cases after 
Dec. 7.

The 12-manth inflation rale 
rose to 8.7 per cent in October 
from a September rale of 8.8 
per cent. 

The new index downgrades 
Ihe importance of food in 
the calculations and boosts 
housing and recreation 
spending. 

Sinclair Stevens, Progres¬ 
sive Conservative finance 
critic, said in an interview 
the inflation rale was much 
lower than he expected. He 
said there would be difficult 
understanding the impact of 
inflation and that Statistics 
Canada should publish cost- 
of-living figures under both 
a indexes until the public has a 
chance to assess the effect of 
change. 

Lome N.vstrom (NDP— 
Yorkton-Melville) said Ihe 
government deliberately re¬ 
duced the importance of food 
in its index when this was 
where the worst inflation was 
occurring. 

He accused the govern¬ 
ment of altering the index to 
mask the impart of rising 
prices on low income fami¬ 
lies. 

.Statistics Canada says re¬ 
vision of the consumer price 
index was neces-sary to re¬ 
flect changes in the spending 
patterns of Canadians. 

It says the revision does not 
mean any break in its tracing 
of month-to-month price 
changes because a complex 
mathematical formula was 
used to make .September a 
link month. This means it has 
an index which would work 
under either the revised price 
index or the old one.

TORONTO (CP) — Topics* 
waitrcssc* who double as 
dancer* are ruining the art of 
stripping and a Toronto strip¬ 
per says she is helping form 
an association to protect the 
entertainment form. 

••■niey (topless waitresses) 
don't know how to dance and 
what they're doing certainly 
isn't stripping." said Mor¬ 
gana Revere. 

But there was some real 
dancing, artistry and quality 
in what she did. said Miss 
Revere, 24. a former Trent 
University student. 

There are too many places 
offering bad Imitations so 
Miss Revere and other strip¬ 
pers are forming their asso¬ 
ciation. 

"It's not a union," she said. 
"It's a coalition for our mu¬ 
tual advantage and protec¬ 
tion." 

Numerous clubs brought in 
topless waitresses after the 
law loosened up "simply to 
survive." said Howard De- 
verett, owner of Le Strip, one 
of the last places in Toronto 
offering strip-tease instead of 
topless a gogo dancers. 

At Le SMp, a stripper 
earns $230 a w^ giving four 
shows a day six days a 
week. 

But a stripper can earn be¬ 
tween $400 and $300 a week 
working freelance in two dif¬ 
ferent clubs during the same 
day. Miss Revere said. 

Although the competition is 
stiff, some topless waitress- 
dancers can earn between 
$400 and $1,000 a week, pri¬ 
marily in tips, said Ron Mi- 
kulicic, manager of the Colo¬ 
nial tavern.

OTTAWA (CP) - For¬ 
mer prime minister John 
DIefenbaker Friday 
asked (be federal govern¬ 
ment to explain why it 
allowed convicted British 
rock star Keith Richards 
into Canada earlier this 
year. 

The g2-year-old (Conser¬ 
vative lold the Commons 
that at least two govern¬ 
ment departments al¬ 
ready knew (hat Ri¬ 
chards, of the Rolling 
Stones, had a criminal 
record "as long as your 
arm.” 

“I want to find out whai 
communication between 
departments there Is,” he 
asked Sollcilor-General 
Jean-Jacques Blais. 

Richards was convict¬ 
ed on a drug charge in 
Toronto and later placed 
on probation an4 ordered 
to give a free perfor¬ 
mance for the blind. . 

The government an¬ 
nounced this week it 
would appeal the sen¬ 
tence. 

DIefenbaker read into 
the Commons recoil 
what he said Is a list of 
Richards' convictions. 

He said Richards was 
convicted in Britain In 
1473 for offences relating 
to "dope, arms and am¬ 
munition" 

“One of the charges 
was possession of Chinese 
heroin." 

In IP73 he was convict¬ 
ed in France for the "use, 
supply and traffic of 
hashish and heroin." 


Sonny and Brownie 
—silent partners 



MONTREAL (CP) — 
Sonnv Terry and Brownie 
McGbee have been a team for 
four decades, but they 
haven't talked to eich other 
in years. 

"He knows why I don't talk 
to him," McGhM said as he 
sipped whisky in a hotel room 
hlj^ above the city. 

"We never agree. Every¬ 
thing I say he says I'm 
wrong. A cooversallon makes 
no *en.se ... I don't even say 
much on stage. We used to 
have a rapport on stage, but 
he told me to stop talking 
when he played. He don't 
want me to talk." 

Sonny Terry and Brownie 
McGhee have played the 
Wues together for 40 years. 
They have recorded together 
and risen together from $2-a- 
day atreet-eorner perfor¬ 
mances. This week they aro 
performing at the Rising Sun 
nightclub here. 

Although they sllll tour to¬ 
gether, they live a continent 
apart—Terry near New York 
and McGbee in California.

We 
haven't had a rehearsal in 30 
years. I back Sonny up when 
be sings and he backs me up. 
We do our own thing. Individ¬ 
ualists.” 

They both sing. Terry plays 
the harmonics and McGhra 
the guitar. i 

But McGhee says they 
haven't talked in eight 
years. 

“We don’t talk music. He 
won’t learn no new songs. He 
doesn’t talk politics, he can’t 
watch sports, he doesn't 
drink anymore and he's mar¬ 


ried, so we don't talk about 
women. 

“I don't even like what he 
does behind me. But that's 
what be does and people 
seem'to like It. 

"I don’t need a harp player.

Terry, who la staying in 
another room IS floors below, 
says It has been only two 
year* since they last talked.

Trade talks 
going well

countries of the world should be able to produce a 
framework for tariff cuts

year by srtling of actual tar¬ 
iffs. Legislation would be 
needed to ratify the ruts. 

The minister was reporting 
during the budget debate in 
the Commons on the Geneva 
talks. 

Hr also said Ihe govern- 
menl remains committed to 
construction of Ihe Alaska 
Highway gas pipeline as soon 
as passible. 

And he Joined other minis¬ 
ters in criticizing the Conser- 
valives for saying (hat gov¬ 
ernment money is being used 
in the purchase of Pacific 
Petroleums Ltd., by the 
Crown-owned Petro-Canada. 

Canada could hope tor 
meaningful access of Its fish 
exports to the U.S. market 

But Canada needed new 
offers from the European 
Economic Community and 
Japan in a number of areas. 

The Geneva talks were im¬ 
portant for Canada as they 
set trading rules for the world 
for the next 13 or 20 years. 
Canada would benefit both in 
terms of imports and exports 
but there would be a period of 
adjustment for firms and 
workers.

TORONTO (CP)—Fire¬ 
stone Canada Ltd. says cus¬ 
tomers who return tires in the 
recall of steel-belted radial 
SOO and TPC tires will have to 
answer questions if the tires 
are not mounted on the cars. 

Spokesman Joe Barbera 
said that in the U.S. com¬ 
pany's recall program, peo¬ 
ple were flocking to scrap¬ 
yards to get tires designate 
for recall and making money 
by returning them to 
dealers. 

Barbera uid serial num¬ 
bers on the tires would be 
checked with car dealers to 
see svhat make of car the 


tires were on when first 
sold. 

Tests conducted in the U.S. 
showed the tires had serious 
defects which are believed to 
have been the cause of sev¬ 
eral accidents. 

Meanwhile, Firestone of 
Canada Ltd. was fined $30,000 
in Toronto Thursday for mis¬ 
representing the warranty on 
one line of tires. 

The company pleaded 
guilty. 


OTTAWA (CP)-The fed¬ 
eral government has loat pa¬ 
tience with provincial eHorta 
to cut sulphur dioxide emis¬ 
sions and is preparing 
tougher regulations to ap¬ 
pease American fears about 
pollution along the border. 

Federal offlcials say the 
government is working with 
industry to prepare a pack¬ 
age of regulations within the 
next three years dealing svith 
sulphur dioxide and possibly 
lead and mercury. 

Dan Kelly, director of air 
pollution programs, said re¬ 


cently the U.S. was mainly 
concerned about sulphur 
dioxide emissions from ther¬ 
mal power plants along the 
border such as at Atikokan in 
northwestern Ontario and the 
Poplar River plant in Saskat¬ 
chewan. 

Moreover, sulphur dioxide 
has been blamed for the acid 
rain which has threatened 
soil, vegetation and fish In 
some lakes and rivers in On¬ 
tario. 

Experts say the sulphur 
dioxide mixes with rain and 


falls as a highly diluted form 
of sulphuric acid. 

And said Kelly, “it's in¬ 
creasing in seriousness all 
the time.” 

Figures show annual sul¬ 
phur dioxide emissions to¬ 
talled more than six million 
tons in 1172 and the environ¬ 
ment detwrtment says emis¬ 
sions have not decreased 
since. 

A congressional directive 
signed last month by Presi¬ 
dent Carter baa instructed 
State Secretary Cyrus Vance 
to seek talks about "a co-op¬ 


erative agreement with the 
government of Canada aimed 
at preserving our mutual 
airshed.” 

Vance, in Ottawa Wednes- 
day, signed a new agreement 


with External Affairs Minis¬ 
ter Don Jamieson to speed up 
the Great Lakes clean-up and 
the two pledged to work to¬ 
ward a similar commitment 
against air pollution.

The lower Colquitz Creek near Tlllleum 
and Burnside was checked oul by federal 
fisheries officers Friday after diesel-type oil 
discharged from a storm drain. 

There was no reportad fish kill. 

Must of the oil had dissipated, but the odor 
of diesel oil was strong. 

The Colquitz is a migration route for 
culllvoal trout and coho salmon. It has what 
is considered a late coho run around Decem¬ 
ber. 

A sewage problem in the Colquitz was 
solved largely by the installation of pumpr 
ing stations, but polliMion from storni drains 
continues to plague the creek 

Friday's Incident brought home some farts 
of life about urban streams in Greater 
Victoria. 


into lower 


They still tend to be receptacles for all sorts 
of junk and toxic substances. 

Federal-provincial fish enhancement pro¬ 
grams in these streams have run up against 
"too many vested interests." and without 
co-operaQon. a biologist with the Salmon 
Enhancement Program said Friday, the pro¬ 
grams may not succeed. 

Tliis is the third successive winter the 
lower Colquitz has been polluted by runoff 
from storm drains. 

Pollution can seep gradually from the 
outdated drains, hut after a heavy rainfall 
the pollutants may increase. 

The Colquitz wasn't the only creek with 
troubles this week. 

About five days ago. Craigflower Creek's 
yearly coho run was Wiped out. possibly 
by a toxic substance contained in sewage 
from a hotel-motel strip on the Old Island 
Highway near Helmcken Road. 

A provincial proposal to revitalize fish

habitat in the Craigflower was recently re¬ 
jected by Victoria city council, although 
funds for the project would have come 
principally from the fish and wildlife 
branch. 

Meanwhile, federal fisheries district su 
pervtsor Larry Duke said Friday the oil in 
Colquitz appeared to be surface runoff from a 
shopping centre parking lot near the inter¬ 
section af Tillicum and Burnside 

The amount of the substance. whicH was a 
petroleum product or combination of prod¬ 
ucts. probably diesel qr furnace oil. could not 
be determine. 

One solution to the general problem of 
polluting storm drains, Duke said, was a 
drainage .system that would include a skim¬ 
ming tank to hold undesirable substances 
such as petroleum residues. 

Each week the tank would be skimmed, 
and cleaner water would give fish a fight 
ing chance.

The purchase of Gray Line sightseeing of Victoria 
by Gray Line of Seattle will not take away Canadian 
jobs. Gray Line president and owner Edward Ceder- 
gren said Friday in Victoria. 

Cedergren said in an Inten lew that rumors of job 
losses as a result of the purchase "should be put to 
rest." 

“I've already gone on record that all management 
and operating personnel will be Canadian," Cedergren 
said. 

He said his purchase of the line would result in 
increa.sed local profits. 

“The iiHMit important i.ssue from a business stand¬ 
point is that Seattle is the natural gateway to Vic¬ 
toria. The result for Victoria will be more traffic from 
the U.S. via package tour programs. 

“I estimate an increase of 10.000 (passengers) for 
the 1979 season over the 1978 season. This will result in 
more tourist money being spent In Victoria." 

Cedergren's line bid $316,000 for the bu.ses and 
franchise to operate the Gray Line tours wing of the 
government-owned Pacific CMch Lines. 

The purchase has still to he approved by the 
federal foreign investment review board in Ottawa, 
which might take up to six months..Various groups arc 
considering protesting the decision, announced last 
week by Hu^ Curtis, minister responsible for tran¬ 
sit.

The group of Victoria busi¬ 
nessmen who lost the battle 
for the Gray Line franchise 
and other services said Fri¬ 
day it had been unfairly 
treated by Hugh Curtis, min¬ 
ister responsible for transit. 

Richa^ Sams<M, a partner 
with the operators of reveral 
tourist attractions in S&S En- 
terprisea. which was beaten 
by Seattle Gray Lines in a bid 
for the franchise, said the 
Victoria group was disturbed 
about a number of aspects in 
the awarding of the bid. 

S&S. which Includes on its 
board Aid. Robert Wright, op¬ 
erator of Sealand and Oak 
Bay Marina, dentist Arnold 
Lane, and others with inter¬ 
ests in the tourist industry, 
had three main criticisms of 
the manner in which the bid 
was awarded. 

Samson listed them this 
way: 

• .S&S offered a package 
bid for all the services and 
materials that were offered, 
including a number of items 
of questionable profitability 
and value, while the .Seattle 
bid was only for the 
"cream" 

• Although S&S had of¬ 
fered to discuss the differ¬ 
ences in bids in further detail, 
the provincial advisers nego¬ 
tiate only with the Seattle 
company after the initial bids 
were opened and did not at¬ 
tempt to reach any accom¬ 
modation with the Victoria 
group. 

• The manner in which 
Curtis's advisers, accoun¬ 
tants Price. Waterhouse, had 
appraised their bid at $166.- 
690 was "arbitrary and illogi¬ 
cal.” 

According to a pre.ss re¬ 
lease from Curtis, the Seattle 
company's winning bid was 
$316,500. '"rhe value attribut¬ 
ed by us to the Gray Lines 
franchise and the 13 double- 
decker buses and parts was 
$306.000—a far cry from the 
artifically arrived at price of 
$166,690 which can’t be sub¬ 
stantiated on any basis." 

"As businessmen we are 


insulted, particularly by that 
figure being attributed to us 
on a purefy arbitrary ar¬ 
rangement of arithmetic,” 
Samson said. 

The lawyer said among 
items subtracted from the 
value of their bid included 
$95,000 as the government ap¬ 
praised value for It extra 
surplus coaches on which no 
other bids were received, and 
$7,500 for the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Licence. 

S&S viewed the KX licence 
as of questionable value be¬ 
cause it would require a 
heavy investment in equip¬ 
ment to run charters to the 
United States, and the sur¬ 
plus coaches were valued at 
only about one-tenth of the 


government appraisal, Sam¬ 
son said. 

(The i(X) licence was 
awarded to International 
Stage Lines Ltd. of Vancou¬ 
ver, principals of which are 
currently employed as driv¬ 
ers for Pacific Stage Lines 
Ltd., operators of the up-ls- 
land and Victoria-Vancouver 
commuter lines. Tenders for 
that service have yet to be 
opened.) 

“This statement in the 
minister's press release of 
the ridiculously low figure 
bid of $166,696 attributed to us 
without any justification or 
logical basis has made the 
Victoria_group of business¬ 
men appear to be consider¬ 
ably lacking In any type of 
business expertise,” he said. 


Road opening 
all the way 
to Port Hardy 

The final link of the Vancouver Island Highway be 
(wren Victoria and Port Hardy will be opened to all 
traffic next Wednesdiy. Highways Minister Alex Fraser 
said Friday. 

It will be a major mfleslone in the Island's trans¬ 
port history, something which northern residents have 
been seeking for years. 

The section to be opened is a 72.1 kilometre (15 
mile) stretch between Sayward and Woss camp, about 
half of which is already paved. 

Buses have already used the section, but pending 
completion of the work on the gravel portion during 
recent heavy rains, the public has been discouraged 
from travelling over it. 

Motorists will be able to travel the entire length of 
Vancouver Island from Victoria to Port Hardy, a dis 
tance of 467,3 kilometres (293 miles) on paved highway, 
except for a 37.6 (24 mile) stretch of gravel between 
Eve River and Tsitika River bridges, where paving will 
be applied in the early spring of 1979. 

“We've worked hard on the Vancouver Island Highway 
and we are on schedule despite exceptionally poor weather 
conditions In the northern areas between Campbell River 
and Port Hardy," Fraser said. 

"Now that we are about to t^n the .Sayward-Woss 
Camp section, the saving in distance, and therefore 
time and energy, will be at least 32 kilometres (20 
miles) compared with the old Gold River route," Fraser 
said. „ , 

The new Highway 19 sections between Campbell River 
and Port Hardy turn off at Sayward. then run for 123 
kilometres (76 miles) to Nimpkish Junction. From Nimp- 
kish Junction it is about 43 kilometres (26 miles) (0 Port 
Hardy and. from Port Hardy another 3.2 kilometres (two 
miles) to Bear Ove, the road to which is under construc¬ 
tion. 

Bear Cove will replace Kel.sey Bay as the new Vancou¬ 
ver Island terminal of the Prince Rupert ferry. 

, C3>mpletion of (be remaining paving, the Bear Cove 
Road and the Bear Cove ferry terminal is scheduled for 
late fall. 1979

Suicidal personality shows up before age of 30

Suicidal personalities can be spotted decades before 
(hey actually commit suicide, an expert on the subject said 
in Victoria Friday. 

Dr. Edwin S. Schneidman. professor of thanatology at 
the University of California In Los Angeles, told (he annual 
conference of the B.C. Psychology Association that that a 
close study of 30 individuals, five of whom had committed 
suicide at the age of 55, indicated that all the bask- 
personality problems which led to their self-destruction 
were evident before the age of 30. 

SCHNEIDMAN had conducted his research while on a 
year's study leave at Sanford University, using data from a 
comprehensive and highly confidential .Stanford study 
wthich has traced the lives of more than 1,500 individuals for 
more than 50 years. 

He was told that five people in the study had committed 
suicide at the age of 55. and he asked that those five files, 
except for the final few entries which clearly pointed to 
their suicide, be included with 25 odier files ill similar 
individuals (white males of the same age and socio-eco¬ 
nomic sUtus) for studv. 

AFTER GOING THROUGH the files fur more than 700 
hours and charting the life of each individual, he eliminated 


19 of the 30 as suicides, and then ranked the final It as to 
the probability that they had committed suicide. 

When Schneidman was later told which cases had 
actually committed suicide, he found (hat his first, second, 
fourth, fifth and sixth choices were correct. 

IN EVERY CASE, Schneidman said, he made (he 
decision on the basis of the individual's psychological 
condition before the age of 29. 

“If I had only had the data to the age of 29. I 
could still have determined which of (hem committed 
suicide at the age of 55.” 

Schneidman had begun his study of suicides in 1949. 
when he gained access to several thousand suicide notes in 
the files of the Los Angeles county coroner's office. 

He and his colleagues believed that the notes themselves 
were the key to undersUnding suicidal impulses, but sud¬ 
denly (while aking a shower), after more than 20 years of 
study. Schneidman rejected that notion. 

“These notes were written in the context of the deed 
Itself, within five, to, 15 minutes of the actual suicide. We 
thought if we pursued the notes we would understand 
self-destructive phenomenon." 

But in 1973. Schneidman realized they had discovered 
little that was new about suicide. 

THE NOTE.S. he said, were “banal, trivial, pe^trian. 
pro-forma, and uninformative. They said things like 'Dear 


Mary, I hate you. John.' or 'Dear Mary, take care of the 
Plymouth, it needs new sparkplugs. John.’’’ 

The suicidal person, he concluded. Is in such a state of 
mental constriction and tunnel vision that insightful writing 
is impossible. 

After studying the files at Stanford, discovering how 
accurately suicides could be predicted at an early age. 
and then sending for the notes of those and other suicides in 
(he Stanford study, Schneidman concluded that suicide 
notes are indeed significant, but only in the context of the 
individual’s life. 

“The notes illuminate the life, and the life Illuminates 
the notes.” 

A NOTE WRITTEN by one woman, for instance, said “1 
am a broken doll beyond repair.” Without knowing the girl’s 
difficult childhood, and some of the events of her early life, 
such as a doll that was beheaded and the head impaled on a 
fence, and shortly thereafter a revolution in the South 
American country In which the girl lived, during which she 
saw the heads of real people impaled in Uie town square, the 
note would have little meaning. But set in that context, 
every word of the note has enormous significance in de¬ 
scribing the woman’s menul sUte at the time of suicide. 
Schneidman said. 

The main psychological traits apparent in the early life 
of eventual suicides are "elevated Inimicality.’’ a phra.se he 


said was purposely selected for Its clumsiness; ; ele¬ 
vated perturbation”: ’’constriction": and "cessation." 

THE FIR;CT REFERS to an individual who is unfriendly 
to himself and others. Perturbation refers to emotional 
disturbance, as in a person who refuses to speak, or is 
continually obnoxious. A constricted individual sees few 
alternatives for their lives. The final stage, cessation, is 
where they conclude that suicide is the only coursa they can 
Uke. 

In intervening in suicides, the counsellor should cater to 
an individual's idiosyncrasies, Schneidman said. 

“If he wants to call his wife in Minnesota, call his wife in 
Minnessota. You build a ferment, activity, full of individual 
care, interest and concern, and ride out the crisis. You put a 
book on perturbation and pull it down." 

COUNSELLOR should also “widen the Minders.'’ 
Schneidman said. 

”I give them Schneidman’s law: life is a choice between 
lousy alternatives. You get people to rate the options for 
their lives, even if they don’t like any of them." 

Using these basic techniques, suicide counselling can be 
relatively successful in eliminating at least the crisis. 

But to get an accurate view of suicide, it cannot be 
considered a momenUry crisis, but a process which devel¬ 
ops long before the event itself, as early as childhood or ado¬ 
lescence.

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Sale of Argonauts blocked in surprise vote - 


TORONTO (CP) — An applicAtfon to transfer majority 
ownership of Toronto ArKonauls to Agincourt Footbali 
Enterprises Ltd. was voted down Friday by the Canadian 
Football League. 

At the sartie time. CFL commissioner Jake Gaudaur told a 
news conference present owner Bill Hodgson, eager to 
discard the Eastern Conference club after four lacklustre 
years, will re-evaluate his position during the weekend and 
may even consider retaining the team. 

"Mr. Hodgson said he will most probably come up with an 
alternative (to Agincourt Football Enterprises) after the 
weekend." Gaudaur said. He said the hotel-chaln owner had 
indicated there were four or five Other prospective buyers 
waiting in the wings. 

Although he declined to give details of the vole, Gaudaur 
said only four of the nine clubs voted in favor of the 
application despite his recommendation to approve the 
sale. 


The sale of Hodgson's M per cent ownership of the Argos 
(Carling O'Keefe breweries has the remaining shares) 
would have required unanimous agreement of the other 
three Eastern Conference clubs and of seven of the nine CFL 
teams. 

Hamilton Tiger-Cats owner Harold Ballard had already 
verbally attacked the sale because Baton Broadcasting, 
which operates CFTO-TV and is the parent company of 
Agincourt Football Enterprises, is owned by arch-rival John 
Bassett. 

Bassett, who originally sold the Argos to Hodgson after 
the 1973 season, and Ballard have been openly bitter of each 
other since the split in their partnership with the late 
Stafford Smythe as joint owners of Maple Leaf Gardens and 
Toronto Maple Leafs of the National Hockey League. 

The fact that the transfer application came to a vote 
following Friday morning's executive meeting seemed sur¬ 
prising In that Ralph -Saxio, neats' executive vice-president 
who was voting delegate at the meetings here in Ballard's 


absence, had indicated Thursday night the matter would 
likely be postponed until a later date. 

“Grev Cup week always has been a time when important 
issues nave been postponed until annual meetings." he 
said. 

Gaudaur said he expected Hodgson would make his 
position known by Dec. 15, agreeing there was a "sense of 
urgency” in that until the matter was decided the Argos 
would be a “lame duck" organization with nobody to direct 
the exacutive end of the operation. 

“Mr. Hbdgson volunteered to make his position known 
early next week," he said. "We've undertaken to deal with it 
very quickly.*' 

Gaudaur said the CFL executive has agreed to prepare in 
two weeks the necessary documention that would enable 
Hodgson to transfer his shares, somewhat faster than the 
usual two- to three-month waiting period. 

He said it was important to the league, "and important to 


the Argonaut club that one member not be left in suspen 
Sion." 

Gaudaur indicated that so far as the CFL was concerned, 
the Agincourt bid to purchase Toronto was "deemed dead"' 
and would not be considered again.

Anthropomorphism Is 
a fallacy, scholars tell us — 
but what's wrong writh attric 
butlng human qualities to an¬ 
imals? On those terms Seat¬ 
tle Slew Is courageous, 
determined, generous, hon- 
e.st. 

Best of all. since the Crea¬ 


tor in His wisdom decreed 
that horses shall be mute. 
Slew does not complain, alibi 
or criticize. In his three years 
on the racetrack he did what 
ever the humans who con¬ 
trolled his destiny command 
ed him to do. always doing his 
best and often doing his job 
about as well as any horse 
that ever lived. 

Not many humans ever 
have the honor to be associat 
ed with an animal as talented 
and magnetic as Seattle 
Slew. It should be a source of 


pride and Joy. It hasn't 
worked out that way. For the 
humans around him. Slew's 
rise to fame has created con¬ 
troversy. dissension and bit¬ 
terness. 

Now, as the horse awaits 
removal to a Kentucky farm 
for a well-earned retirement 
at stud, he Is the subject of a 
lawsuit. There Is the longshot 
chance that he will be im 
pounded in his Belmont Park 


stall as the infamous Cinzano 
was. 

“I don't want that to hap 
pen. but it's out of my hands 
now." says Billy Turner, the 
former trainer whose law¬ 
yers are considering trying to 
obtain a court order to keep 
Slew in this jurisdiction. 

Turner Is suing the owners, 
Mickey Taylor and Jim Hill, 
for breeding rights to .Slew.

Coast lumberman who has 
been lucky in business and 
lucky in racing. He and his 
wife Karen were extremely 
popular at first, hailed for 
projecting an attractive 
image of the sport In the 
media. Their aggressive 
commercialization of the 
horse changed all that. Other 
owners thought that hawking 
T-shirts like sidewalk pitch¬ 
men was a bit much. 

Hill is a veterinarian who 
saw the potential of .Slew 
when the colt was a homely, 
gawky yearling. Taylor got 
him at auction for $17,500. the 
biggest bargain in racing his¬ 
tory. Hill's co-ownership was 
kept secret until after .Slew- 
won the Kentucky Derby. It 
resulted in his suspension as 
owner for a time by the New 
York State Raring and Wa¬ 
gering Board, which required 
him to give up his practice, 
since vets can't own racing 
horses In New York. 

Hill picked Turner to be 
Slew's trainer; they were 
once such close friends that 
Turner Is the godfather of 
six-year-old Jamie Hill. 

Slew won his first nine 
races, the first to take the 
prized Triple Crown while 
still undefeated Then, 
against Turner's advice. 
Slew was sent to a California 
race for which he was not 
prepared. He was a badly- 
beaten fourth, the only time 
in his life that he was not a 
winner or close enough sec¬ 
ond to get into the photo. 

The California debacle 
shattered the harmony in the 
Slew camp. Turner criticized 
the owners and last winter he 
was fired. It was. at the time, 
apparently as amicable as 
such separations ran be. But 
Turner was embittered, and 
he has been critical of Slew's 
handling since then. What¬ 
ever feeling of friendship sur¬ 
vived the breakup of the alli¬ 
ance has long since 
disappeared. 

Now Turner is suing Taylor 
and Hill for the right to breed 
a mare to Slew annually. He 
speaks of it as a question of 
honor and undoubtedly he 
sees It that way. But there is 
also a lot of money at stake. 
Even before his recent re¬ 
markable comeback. Slew 
was syndicated for a 
then-record $12 million. 40 
shares at $300,000 apiece. At 
today's inflated stallion 
values. Slew is worth every 
renl of it. Over the course of 


the horse's life the "free an¬ 
nual season" which Turner 
seeks could be worth half a 
million dollars. 

Turner bases his claim on 
oral promises which he says 
were made to him, and on the 
custom of the racing indus¬ 
try-. 

He says the owners pro¬ 
mised him breeding rights 
during Slew's spectacular 
rise, and repealed it at the 
time he was fired. Taylor and 
Hill deny that such a promise 
was ever made. (Taylor also 
denied reports that Doug Pe¬ 
terson, who replaced Turner, 
has been promised breeding 
rights.) 

There is nothing in writing, 
so whether any promise was 
ever made, and if so, whether 
it can be enforced as a con¬ 
tract, is something for the 
lawyers to untangle. 

Turner's second contention 
is that what he seeks is ac¬ 
cepted practice. It is true 
that many owners, especially 
in recent years, have given 
such rewards to trainers for 
developing horses into cham¬ 
pions. Turner cites Secre¬ 
tarial, Holst The Flag. Waji- 


ma and Bold Forbes as 
examples. 

But Taylor says It is far 
from a universal practice, 
that he can prove many 
owners of equine champions 
didn't give their trainers at y 
breeding bonus. He and H il 
see it as a favor, not a right, 
and are not in the mood to do 
their ex-trainer any favors. 

It might become a long, 
sticky court case, increasing 
the acrimony and enmity 
among Slew's human a.ssoci- 
ates. Hie horse deserves bet- 
ter than to finish his spec¬ 


tacular racing career as 
Exhibit A. “It's a bad thing 
for racing." Taylor said — 
and he's right. 

“It's a shame it ever came 
to this," Turner said — and 
he's right.

LOS ANGELES — Two re¬ 
ports about commissioner 
Pete Rozelle this week tended 
to shake up the people of the 
National Football League. 

They heard first from Cali¬ 
fornia, where it was reported 
that those pianning the Los 
Angeles Olympics want Ro¬ 
zelle to take charge of the 
1984 Games as exeeutive 
director. 

Next, it developed that Ro¬ 
zelle hasn’t flatly turned the 
Californians down. In an II- 
word statement, he said: "I 
have no plans to make any 
change at this time.” 

These are reports that 
raise several questions. Why 
do the Olympic planners 
want Rozelle? Would he real¬ 
ly take the job? What Is there 
about the venture that would 
attract a man of his position 
and background? 

No one in the league with 
the credentials to speak 
knowledgeably on the matter 
will discuss it. As attorney 
John C. Argue, chairman of 
the Olympic organizing com¬ 
mittee, says; ’’The talk about 
Rozelle or any specific Indi¬ 
vidual Is premature." ■ 

Nonetheless. Argue's eom- 
mittee has commissioned a 
firm (Kom-Ferry Interna¬ 
tional) to find a qualified 
leader. And Rozelle's is the 
first name to surface — aside 
from that of I.ee lacocca, the

former Ford executive who 
moved to Chrysler this month 
and thus took himself out of 
the running. 

Not that there aren’t other 
candidates. The other day 
when the specifications for 
the Olympics opening were 
capsuled in a Morning Brief¬ 
ing 35 persons applied for the 
Job before noon. As of Thurs¬ 
day there were more than 100 
applicants. 

The man who finally takes 
it will have one of the biggest 
and most prominent jobs in 
either U.S. or international 
sports for the next seven 
years — from early 1979 until 
well-after-the-end-of August- 
1984 pageant. 

He will make many of the 
major decisions implement¬ 
ing a $200 million budget and 
affecting 20,000 employees. 

“What we want is a super 
organized person,” says 
Argue. "Ideally, he’s a good 
planner, administrator and 
leader who works well with 
the media and other people of 
all kinds and brings to the Job 
a knowledge of such diverse 
activities as television, nego¬ 
tiations, fund-raising, gov¬ 
ernment relationships, and, 
of course, sports,” 

The permanent organizing 
committee, yet to be named, 
will have responsibility for 
policy. Argue says, adding 


that it will be the executive 
director’s job to carry it out. 
But, he says: "The man 
should be strong enough and 
perceptive enough to formu¬ 
late and recommend major 
policy himself.” 

In other words, what the 
committee envisions for the 
Los Angeles Olympics is an 
organization resembling a 
typical big American cor¬ 
poration with a board of 
directors and a president. 
.Such a board sets jMlicy and 
the president carries It out. 
Most boards, tend, however, 
to defer to a strong, smart, 
moneymaking president. 

In the case of the 1984 
Games, the organizing com¬ 
mittee will be a nonprofit, 
charitable California cor¬ 
poration. And, Instead of 
making money, the president 
(or executive director) will 
be entrusted to keep from 
losing it. But other than that, 
the Los Angeles Olympics 
will be big business, IndeM. 

And this explains the early 
groundswell of interest in Ro¬ 
zelle, who, as the NFL com- 
missione)', has run a big, 
unique sports business for the 
last 18 years. The 28 NFL 
clubowners constitute his 
board of directors. But Ro¬ 
zelle has made, and carried 
out, most of the high-level 
policy since his appointment 
to the job in 1960.

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Champion skaters eye future 

Long association could be coming to its end 




Lynn Nightingale and Ron Shaver have differing goals 


MONTREAL (CP) — Lynn 
NightinKale of Ottawa and 
Ron Shaver of Hamilton are 
former Canadian figure skat¬ 
ing champions whose careers 
have moved on parallel lint's 
for the last IS years, but they 
likely will take different 
courses in the years to 
come. 

Although not a^ successful 
as world champion Karen 
.Magnussen of Vancouver and 
world free skating champion 
Toller Cranston of Toronto. 
Nightingale and .Shaver were 
an integral pari of the Cana¬ 
dian figure skating .scene 
from the early 1970s until 
after the 1977 world cham¬ 
pionships. 

Nightingale. 22 and a for¬ 
mer Victorian, was the up¬ 
start who. at IS, almost upset 
Magnussen for the Canadian 
title in 1973. Magnussen then 
won the world title and re¬ 
tired to professional ranks. 
Nightingale went on to domi¬ 
nate women's skating in Can¬ 
ada for the next four years. 

Shaver, 27, made Cranston 
work for more than four 
years at national champion-

•I've been called the Jackie Robinson 
of hockey." sa.vs O'Ree. But unlike Ro 
binson. Willie has spent his life, ex¬ 
cept for 43 games with Boston Bruins in 
the big league, skating in the minors. 

After four years off the Ice as a sales 
representative here, the Fredericton. 
N.B., native is making his comeback 
with San Diego Hawks because hockey 
has always b^n a part of him. and he 
loves it. 

“I don't care whether you'n- making 
$10,000 or $100,000." he said. "Then' are 
easier ways of making money than 
playing hockey. You've got to love it." 

lie's lived it enough to ride buses in 
Ontario and Quebec and sit in drafty 
hotels in Calgary and Edmonton. He 
loved it enough to play professional 
hockey from 1996 until 1971 with only 
that fleeting fling in the NHL with the 
Bruins. 

When O'Ree was in his prime, the 
NHL had jast six teams. The fraternity 
was tough to crack, and he was black. 

"The circumstances wenm't right." 
O'Ree explains. "There were a lot of 
politics involved." 

There were two black skaters in the 


NHL last season. Mike Marson and Rill 
Riley with Washington Capitals. This 
year Tony McKegney caught on with 
Buffalo Sabres. 

"I think it's because you have to be 
orientc'd into the sport." he said. "If a 
kid wanLs to play baseball or basketball, 
he can Just go to a sandlot and play. It's 
a lot easier to get facilities." 

Always popular with the fans. O'Rch' 
joined Los Angeles Blades of the West¬ 
ern l,eague in 1961 and was one of 
their best. He played in San Diego with 
the WHL Culls until his "retirement" in 
1971. 

"I'm just obsessed with this game." 
he said. "When I was a kid. 1 fell 1 had to 
play it. I think the speed attracted 
me. 

"After being out of the game four 
years." he continued. "I didn't know if 
my body would accept it. Deep down. I 
didn't know if I could gel back into this 
kind of competition. " 

The body seems to be adjusting as he 
skates with one of the Hawks best lines. 
The muscles are still light and com¬ 
pact. 

"When I'm out there." O'Ree- says. "I 
don't think anyone thinks about how old 
I am. Half the lime, you couldn't tell. As 
far as the other teams are concerned. 
I'm just another body that needs to be 
hit.

Twice traded by Francis 
Flames’ star still leery 


ATLANTA CP) — The 
same thing happe-ned both 
limes Emile Francis told 
Bobby MacMillan he had 
been traded. 

"He just said the usual 
stuff." MacMillan recalls." 'I 
didn't want to do it. but. . ' " 

But there were four centres 
ahead of MacMillan when 
both he and Francis were 
with New York Rangers. 
MacMillan stood behind Pete 
.Slemkowski. Jean Ralelle. 
Walt Tkaezuk and Derek 
.Sanderson on New York's 
1979-76 depth chart, so Fran¬ 
cis sent him to St. Louis Blues 
for defenceman Larry Sa- 
charuk before that National 
Hockey lA^ague season 
began. 

As fate would have it. 
Francis would follow Mac¬ 
Millan to the Blues when 
John Ferguson n-placed him 
as general manager-coach in 
New York. And, as fate would 
have it. Francis would deal 
MacMillan again. 

"I thought I was safe in .SI. 
Louis." said MacMillan, who 
was shifted to wing with the 
Blues. "I led the team in 
scoring one year and most of 
the next. Then—whacko—I 
was gone." 

Gone to Atlanta, where he 
has been one of the keys to 
the Flames' success. In 92 
games with Atlanta last sea¬ 
son. he scored 92 points, in¬ 


cluding 31 goals, and follow¬ 
ing Tuesday night's 1-3 loss to 
Toronto Maple U-afs. Mac¬ 
Millan had 33 points including 
13 goals. 

'Dial's 65 points in 73 regu¬ 
lar season games, and it's no 
coincidence that since he 
came to the Flames they 
have lost jusi 22 times. 

But while his career has 
rocketed, MacMillan re¬ 
mains reserved. Being trad¬ 
ed can change a player's out 
look on his profession. 

"This isn't a safe busi¬ 
ness." says the 26 year-old 
Charlottetown native, who 
has found his niche as the 
right winger for centre Guy 
Chouinard—with whom he 
shared the NHL scoring 
lead—and Eric Vail. “I'm not 
even safe here." 

He may not be safe from 
being traded, but he's a lot 
safer on the ire because of the 
flotilla of destroyers that pa¬ 
trols the ice in Atlanta uni¬ 
forms. 

"In St. Louis, even though 
Bobby was great competiti¬ 
vely and even thou^ he 
could skate really fast, hr 
had absolutely no one to bark 
him up." said Flames left 
wing Harold Phillipoff, who 
at six-foot-three, 220 pounds, 
is of average size for Atlanta. 
"Now he doesn't have to 
think about his own well¬ 
being berau.sr he's got us." 


'"VVe've got a big team and 
then s no doubt I get an 
extra 10 feel out there be¬ 
cause of it," says MacMillan. 
■'The first dav I got hen-, 
Harold and Willi Plell (6^3. 
205) came up and said. 'Don't 
you worry about anything 
here. If anybody does any¬ 
thing to you, just hit 'em over 
the head. We'll be right there 
to back you up.' " 

It must be remembered, 
though, that Bob MacMillan 
must be caught before he can 
be hit. and that's no small 
order for opposing players. 

"He's not really a big man. 
but his strides are deceptive¬ 
ly long." says Phillipoff, who 
dwarfs the 9-11,' 189-pound 
MacMillan but spends most 
of his time chasing him in 
practice. “His moves come at 
you so fast. 

‘•A guy like Gil Perreault of 
Buffalo, he can do everything 
well, but if you slow him 
down by 10 miles per hour, he 
wouldn't be as exceptional. 

"With Bobby, you must 


make a play on him in a 
hurry or he'll be around you. 
There isn't a defenceman in 
the league that wouldn't like 
to get him against the boards, 
but they've been trying since 
the season started and they 
haven't done It yet." 

“A lot of the speed has to do 
with playing with Chouinard 
and Vail." says MacMillan. 
"Along with that, the whole 
club has confidence, and 
we're a pretty well-rounded 
hockey team. 

"I don't hold anything at all 
against Emile," continues 
MacMillan, in his fourth full 
NHL season. “Last year, he 
felt the team needed a goal- 
lender and he had to make 
the deal for Phil Myre. With 
the Rangers, he just decided 
to go with his veterans and I 
wasn't one of them. 

"I still hope everything 
works out for Emile. I really 
respect him.” 

And now just about every¬ 
one in the NHL respects Bob 
MacMillan. 


ships by finishing a close sec¬ 
ond to the Toronto athlete 
Cranston had a tendency to 
sacrifice the technical as¬ 
pects of free skating to fur¬ 
ther the artistic element. 
.Shaver's excellence made 
Cranston balance the two. 

Nightingale and .Shaver 
joined Ice Capades after re¬ 
tiring as Canadian cham¬ 
pions in 1977 but. in separate 
interviews, spoke of goals 
which indicate their long as¬ 
sociation could end when 
Nightingale's contract with 
the show expires after the 
1979-80 skating season. 

"Right now I'm principal 
coach with the show," said 
Shaver. “That means I go in 
and work with the principals 
and understudies every day 
“After I finish performing 
myself, maybe I'll be able to 
slay with the show in that 
capacity. How long I'll be 
performing I really don't 
know. I could say five or 10 
years, but hopefully it will go 
on for quite a while." 

Nightingale, however, does 
not look to a future linked to 
skating. 

"I had a three-year con¬ 
tract and this is the second 
year." she said. "After that, 
if I still enjoy skating and if 
Ice Capades still wants me. I 
might skate for a year or 
two. 

"But I don't know-it's 
something I'll have to con¬ 
tend with when I get there." 
she said. 

"On the road it's really dif 
ficull to get into different 
projects. You skate eight 
shows in six days and travel 
to the next town on your dav 
off. 

"In the summer I just rent 
a cottage and water ski. I 
taught skating a little bil last 
summer, but I learned that I 
don't want to leach skating 
for the rest of my life. 

"I've already skated for 15 
years of my life and I think 
when I give up skating. I'll 
give it up altogether. After 
that I'm not sure what I'll do. 
,I think I'd like to gel into 
'sports broadcasting on a 
local level." 

Shaver said he has never 
been happier than he is now 
He missed the Canadian 
championships in 1975 and 
the Olympic Games and 
world championships in 1976 
Ix’cau.se of a recurring groin 
injury. 

"Knowing what I'd gone 
through in the past few years 
as far as training goes—get¬ 
ting up at five o'clock, train¬ 
ing for eight hours a day. 
taking jazz-ballet classes, 
working out with weights— 
it's a total commitment for a 
whole year, dedicating your 
whole life to the world cham¬ 
pionships. 

"In 1977 I was ready to 
make that commitment. I 
wanted to do it for myself—I 
wanted to see how good I 
eould be. I was pleased with 
the way I skated." 

Regardless of the outcome, 
however. .Shaver knew he 
would be moving on. 

"I knew at that lime there 
was something else I wanted 
to do. I had been looking 
forward to a career with a 
professional skating com¬ 
pany quite a few years before 
this, and it was the next stage 
in my development as a skat¬ 
er. I was anxious to get into 
that." 

Although many skating ob¬ 


servers say an athlete's abili¬ 
ties deteriorate with profes¬ 
sional companies. Shaver 
says the opposite has hap 
pened with him in Ice Ca¬ 
pades. 

"I think I'm a much belter 
show skater and I think I've 
become a much better skater 
in general. Having to do 325 
performances a year, I think 
I've become much more con¬ 
sistent. Very rarely do I go 
out and make a major mis¬ 
take. 

"Had I been this consistent 
when I was an amateur. I 
probably would have btH'n a 
belter skater. 


"There's less pressure 
knowing that if you go out and 
make a mistake you haven't 
blown it for a whole year until 
the next Canadian or world 
championship. There's none 
of that type of pressure. Most 
of the criticism is self-inflict¬ 
ed now." 

Nightingale agreed there is 
less pressure, but said that 
'motivation is sometimes a 
problem. 

"Sometimes It's very diffi¬ 
cult to be up for a p-rfor- 
mance. You mentally fool 
yourself or play little games. 
With p-ople in the audience 


It's easy, but if you're in 
(jdessa. Texas—and there's 
nothing wrong about being in 
Odessa—nobody knows much 
about skating and you kind of 
provide the excitement for 
yourself.

Garden Notes 


In one of my columns recently I wi» 
beatInK my blR drum on behalf of fruit 
Irees In the home garden, polnling out 
lhat these are not nearly as difflcull to 
manage as some folks seem to think. 
The pruning and spraying operations 
are not all that complicated or ar¬ 
duous. 

I realize, of course, lhat on a small 
city lot there may not be room enough 
for even a small fruit tree In the back¬ 
yard proper, and in this case, my sug¬ 
gestion would be to plant it in the front 
lawn. 

In this way, you combine the orna¬ 
mental value of a shapely tree and the 
glorious feast of blossoms and fra¬ 
grance in the -spring with a worthwhile 
crop of home-grown fruit, so welcome in 
these days of nigh food prieps. 

I should point out, mind you. lhat the 
front lawn is not exactly the ideal place 
lo plant a fruit tree. The competition of 
Ihe grass, for one thing, may affect the 
growth of the young tree, and it is 
surprising how little of Ihe summer rain 
showers will seep down through a thick 
mass of lawn grass and grass roots to 
the tree roots bc-low. Lack of moisture at 
the roots is a definite limiting factor in 
Ihe development of lawn fruit trees. 

This is a temporary situation, how¬ 
ever. Trees will thrive In a lawn if you 
can only nurse them safely through 
their young and formative years.

They must get enough food and 
water for their first few years, but once 
they get their roots w^ll down, the com¬ 
petition of the lawn grasses may even be 
an advantage, making for sweeter and 
belter coloi^ fruit. 

The simplest way around this prob¬ 
lem is either to plant your tree In culti¬ 
vated ground several years before the 
lawn is laid down. or. if planted In an 
established lawn, maintain a circle of 
bare earth at least six feet In diameter 
around the tree until it is well estab¬ 
lished and growing strongly. This will 
usually mean a period of about three 
years. 

When the young fruit tree has de¬ 
monstrated its ability to make plenty of 
strong branch growth through the sum¬ 
mer. then, and only then, may the grass 
be allowed to grow right up against Ihe 
trunk. 

Personally. I never go quite this far. 
even with a strong-growing tree, for 
hand-clipping Ihe long, straggling grass 
around Ihe trunk can be a boring and 
time-consuming Job. I prefer to main¬ 
tain a small square or circle around the 
trunk free of grass, so Ihe lawn mower 
ran be manoeuvred around Ihe edge to 
keep things neat and tidy without hand¬ 
clipping. 

Suppose your lawn is already estab¬ 
lished and is of such dimensions that 
.vou can't afford a six-foot circle dt bare 


ground in which to plant a fruit tree. It is 
still possible lo enjoy the pleasures of 
home-grown fruil. but in this case Ihe 
feeding and watering of your young tree 
in its early years will have to be done by 
underground injection. 

You can't just scatter dry chemical 
fertilizer on the grass around the tree 
and water it in with Ihe garden hose, for 
the quantity of fertilizer required to 
nourish the tree roots would be a serious 
overdose for Ihe grass. The trick here is 
to supply your tree roots with plant food 
in liquid form at a level well below Ihe 
grass roots. 

The Roas Root Feeder is a wonderful 
gadget for jobs like this. You just load 
the thing with a stick of soluble fertiliz¬ 
er, hitch it up to Ihe garden hose, shove 
the spike deep into the ground at a spot 
where you figure Ihe tree's outermost 
root tips should be. and turn on the 
water. This should be done about once a 
month during the first few summers, 
perhaps a bit oftener in a really hoi. dry- 
season. 

If you don't have a root feeder, trees 
growing in turf can be fed in another 
way. Use a crowbar or some similar 
implement lo poke holes in the sod 18 
inches deep and 18 inches apart in a 
circle around your tree, away out under 
ihe branch tips. Use a liquid fertilizer, 
pouring the solution into the holes, again 
about once a month through the growing 
season. 




A young writer named 
Laurie Colwin has just pub¬ 
lished a novel call^ Happy 
All the Time. One reviewer 
could not believe her eyes. 
The title had to be Ironic! So 
she read on. bracing herself 
for the Dirty Trick, wailing 
for Ihe bomb within the bon¬ 
bon to go off. The final page 
was turned, and what do you 
know'! Happy beginning, 
happy middle, happy ending. 
Contemporary literature has 
produced few shocks more 
shocking. Our reviewer Is 
still recovering from herO.D. 
of euphoria. 

Only a couple of weeks ago 
Susan Sontag restated the 
standard aesthete's creed in 
Ihe New York Review of 
Books. You have to be In a 
slate of emergency — hang¬ 
ing upside down over the 
abyss, as it were — lo see life 
truly. "It is melancholics who 
best know how to read the 
world." Miss .Sontag wrote. 

Is contemporary llleralurc 
now about to pull back from 
the cliff and number a winner 
nr two among its predestined 
lo.sers and all-too-plentiful 
victims? Does Miss Colwin 
represent a voice of the fu¬ 
ture — in fact, an avanl-gar- 
diste not only in lileralure but 
in life? 


The author of ffapp.v All (he 
Time explained to an inter¬ 
viewer that, in "looking at 
big things — the economy, 
foreign affairs — we have lo.sl 
(he art of looking at small 
things." Great happiness, she 
suggested, can come from 
small things, "like a Lim- 
burger-and-onion sandwich." 
In brief, "the secret of happi¬ 
ness is not making your ex¬ 
pectations too high." 

The Colwin code of Lim- 
burger-and-onion happiness 
may be described as the New 
Epicureanism. The best hap¬ 
piness is lying awake in b^ 
in the morning, announced 
Samuel Johnson, defining 
once and for all the New Epi¬ 
curean's credo. If the New 
Epicureanism prevails, 
"small is beautiful" will be 
modified inlo "small is 
happy." 

Both idea.s are. of course. 
un-American, as Americans 
up till now have understood 
beauty and happiness. 
Beauty. American-.style. has 
meant a diamond as big as 
the Ritz — and happiness has 
meant being able to buy it. 

The pursuit of happiness 
has been open to everyone — 
guaranteed. But the attain¬ 
ment of happiness has been 


regarded as a kind of fairy¬ 
tale reward: a kingdom, a 
princess, a legendary fortune 
won or bestowed because of 
extraordinary delermina- 
tion, extraordinary industry, 
or extraordinary luck. 

Now along come people like 
Laurie Colwin. saying that 
happiness is not destiny but 
choice. Happiness is not a 
castle (existence: unverified) 
in another country but the 
dandelion in your own back 
yard. Happiness is simply 
wanting what one can get in¬ 
stead of what one cannot 
get. 

New Epicurean happiness, 
it appears, is realistic ralher 
than romantic, democratic 
rather than aristocratic. 
There is no reason why 
everyone can't have It. Why, 
it's almost as easy to have as 
unhappiness! 

The New Epicureans' 
motto is: "I'm forever not 
chasing rainbows." They 
promise to become the great 
anti-inflation fighters of our 
time. They wear signs all 
over them declaring: "This 
way to sanity.” After three 
and one-half centuries of 
going for broke, surely New 
Epicureanism is just what 
Americans need. Even if it 
becomes the next craze. It 


can't become a craze — it's 
too moderate. 

Why, then, does it not seem 
enough — this lying in bed 
awake until one gets up for 
one's Limburger-and onion 
sandwich? Maybe because 
we arc incurable fanlasists 
hooked forever on the gran- 
dlo.sity of the American 
Dream — driven by our com¬ 
pulsions and our guilts to 
achieve the more-than 
human. But maybe, some¬ 
where on the far side of the 
Limburger-and-onion sand¬ 
wich. there are needs as well 
as obsession-s. Maybe (he 
New Epicureanism carries 
mnderalion too far. 

Evidently we North Ameri¬ 
cans can't live with our 
ideals, but we can't seem to 
live without them either. Cul¬ 
tivate your garden, Voltaire 
modestly advised Candidc. 
and Laurie Colwin modestly 
advises us. But we can't even 
cultivate our garden without 
wanting it to be the best of 
possible gardens in the best 
of possible New Worlds. 

And, of course. Laurie Col¬ 
win may be one of the purest 
idealists of all. Happiness is a 
Limburger-and-onion sand 
wich — when you slop lo 
think about it. idealism can't 
go much further than (hat.

Nation urged 
to boycott 
Nestle foods 


A boycott against the 
Swiss-based Nestle company 
and its subsidiaries, includ¬ 
ing Nestle (Canada) Ltd., has 
been endorsed by a commit¬ 
tee of Greater Victoria 
churches. ' 

The committee says Nestle 
has aggressively promoted 
its infant formula products in 
developing countries to moth¬ 
ers “incapable of adequately 
coping with the product." 

Nestle has denied the alle¬ 
gation. which has brought 
about similar boycotts in 
other parts of Canada. United 
States and Europe, including 
a boycott by the U.S. National 
Council of Churches. 

"Today, even in poor com¬ 


munities. the lives of mil¬ 
lions of children are saved 
because of the availability of 
safe supplements,” said a re¬ 
cent Nestle announcement on 
the boycott. 

The company said its prod¬ 
ucts "supplement or com¬ 
plete mother's milk when 
brea.stfeeding alone can no 
longer cover the baby's 
ne^s. or replace it when 
mothers cannot breastfeed 
whether for physiological or 
socio-economic reasons." 

Nestle infant products are 
not available in Canada. 

The Greater Victoria In¬ 
terchurch Committee for 
World Development Educa¬ 
tion represents several 



churches, including Catholic. 
Anglican. United. Lutheran 
and Presb.vterian. 

The wide range of products 
manufactured by Nestle in¬ 
clude Taster's Choice. Ne¬ 
scafe, Nestle's Quik. Nestle's 
Crunch, Ncstea, McNeill and 
Libby products, Crosse and 
Blackwell, and ,Sl(H‘ffer. 

The interchurch commit¬ 
tee announced this week that

Labels on infant formula 
products in Canada should 
specify that the formula ma.\ 
be injurious to an infant's 
health, says a brief endorsed 
by a committer of Greater 
Victoria churches 

The brief, by the Victoria 
branch of IN FACT (^nada. 
also recommends ihMlnfant 
formula products be made 
asailabir by prescription 
only. 

Victoria INFACT (Infant 
Formula Action Coalition) is 
a task force of the Greater 
Meturia Interchurch Com¬ 
mittee for World Deselop- 
inent Education, which rep¬ 
resent* several Greater 
Victoria churches. Including 
the Catholic. Anglican. Pres- 
bs-terlan. United and Luther¬ 
an churches. 

THE INTERCHIRIH 
committee has endorsed the 
INFACT brief and its major 
recommendations which call 
fur a sweeping overhaul of 
this country's cultural alti¬ 
tude toward breastfeeding 

Recommendations aisu call 
fur restriction of infant for¬ 
mula products in the mar 
kel place 


The 20-page brief was re¬ 
cently submitted to the Peo¬ 
ple's Food Commission, a 
study group formulating a 
national fu<id strategy. 

The brief recommends that 
Victoria hospitals slop pro 
muling the use of infant for¬ 
mula over breastfeeding be 
cause breastmilk is 
nuirlliunally superior to arti¬ 
ficial formula and cows' 
milk. 

BRE.4.ST MILK, the brief 
says, contains less chemical 
contaminants than cows' 
milk and provides infants 
with valuable antibodies that 
prevent infections 

Breastfeeding helps pre¬ 
vent mothers' post partum 
hemorrhage. spe«ls up invo¬ 
lution of the uterus and acts 
as a natural form of birth 
control by suppressing ovu¬ 
lation 

MCTORIA hospitals use 
taxpayers' money to buy 

"gift" packs of infant formu 
la which are distributed free 
to mothers, the brief says. 

Distribution is nothing 
more than an "advertising 
ploy that contributes to the 
failure of breastfeeding." the 
brief says. 

The gift packs i-onlain fur 


mula. a nipple, and a non- 
reusable bottle filled with 
formula. Pictures on bilin¬ 
gual parks portray happy 
mothers. 

Each pack says: “For your 
baby's first feedings at 
home" 

A.N INEACT spokesman. 
Roberta llenrich sf Victoria, 
said the parks prevent 
breasifeediRg becauae “If 
you lo.se breastfeeding in the 
first few weeks or so. you've 
lost it." 

INFACT chairman Rev. 
Robert MacRae. rector of St. 
John's Anglican Church, said 
Thursday in an interview that 
Victoria General and Royal 
Jubilee buy the “giff* packs 
for 30 cents each from Ross 
Laboratories, a division of 
Abbott Labs. 

MACRAE SAID distribut 
ing free formula packs dis¬ 
courages mothers from 
breastfeeding, and discour¬ 
agement alone is enough to 
retard the flow of breast- 
milk. 

The Vietoria brief says: 
“We suggest that a mother 
who has received the gift 
pack use it to make pancakes 
or feed the cat." 

Dr Marlowe Anderson of 


Victoria said in an interview 
that he believes Victoria hos¬ 
pitals would find difficulty 
withdrawing from an agree¬ 
ment to distribute gift 
packs. 

THIS IS because the hospi 
tals depend on the same com¬ 
pany, Ross Laboratories, to 
wit them a soy-based prod 
uct necaaaary for premature 
babies br babies allergic to 
cows' milk. 

The brief also says breast¬ 
feeding is socially unaccept¬ 
able to many people. 

It says this is partly be¬ 
cause courses in secondary 
schools contain little infor¬ 
mation on breastfeeding. 

The stigma against breast¬ 
feeding is also culturally 
reinforced, the report says. 

"BABY DOLLS come with 
bottles and bottle sterilizing 
sets. 

“'Barbie' dolls promote the 
breast as an exaggerated and 
unrealistic object. 

"The female roles depicted 
by these dolls is totally mate¬ 
rialistic rather than mother 

ly 

“Working mothers are not 
given adequate maternity 
leave to make breastfeeding 
possible ” 


Hands deliver love message 


LANCASTER. Pa. (AP) - 
Rub-a-dub-dub. Thai's the 
message on massage for new 
mothers in a course based on 
a book by Frederick Leboyer 
who says touching babies Is 
as important as feeding 
ihem. 

.Suzannah Benson came to 
believe in Leboyer's message 
after using his techniques on 
her adopted son 

She passes the message to 
other mothers in a four-week 
workshop backed by the 
county—a course where 
mothers learn to deliver the 
message of love with their 
hands. 

And while some of the 
babies cried at first, Ms. 
Benson says they inter gig¬ 
gled and appeared to enjoy 
the massage of their chesL 
arms, hands, abdomen, legs, 
back and face. 

“You could see how the 
babies learned a new type of 
stimulation." the 37-year-old 
instructor said. '"The ex¬ 
pressions on the babies' faces 
were just beautiful, total re¬ 
laxation.” 

The workshop is based on 
Loving Hands the latest book 
by the French doctor who 


wrote Birth Without Vio¬ 
lence 

In his book. Leboyer said 
touching and caressing are 
crucial to a child's develop¬ 
ment. 

“'Being touched and 
caressed, being massaged, is 
food for the infant." he wrote. 
"Deprived of this food, the 
name of which Is love, babies 
would rather die. And they 
often do" 

The techniques taught by 
•Ms. Benson Include a series 
of Yoga-like exercises for the 
babies, ending with a bath 
which she says releases “any 
lingering tenons.” 


Saliy Thompson, a regis¬ 
tered nurse who took the 
course with her five-month- 
old daughter, says she would 
recommend the massage to 
all mothers. 

"I have noticed that Jen¬ 
nifer is more content." she 
said of her daughter. 
“There's a difference in her 
temperament." 

The technique hinges on a 
slow and firm touch, Ms. 
Benson said. But she cau¬ 
tioned that babies lest than 
one month old should only be 
touched lightly because their 


umbilical cords are not yet 
healed. 

"The slower the massage, 
the more effective,” she siUd. 
"It's giving more time for a 
complete exchange of feel¬ 
ings (between mother and 
child).” 


When was the last time you 
talked to yourself'.' 

It may not be as long ago as 
you think, according to Tem¬ 
ple University's Murray Hal- 
fond. 

Dr. Halfond. professor and 
chairman of Temple's speech 
department, says not only do 
we talk to ourselves more 
often than most of us are 
willing to admit, but we do it 
in a variety of ways. Some¬ 
times we don't even know 
we're doing it. 

“Because the sound of our 
own voice is comforting, 
many of us talk to ourselves 
aloud." he says. “We do it 
when we're alone because 
when we do It we don't feel 
quite as lonely. Sort of like 
whistling past a graveyard. 

“BUT THERE are other, 
more subtle ways of talking 
to ourselves." he continues. 

“Have you ever kept a 
diary? That's another way of 
talking to yourself. 

“Do you meditate? You're 
talking to yourself... subtly, 
true, but you're communing 
with your inner self when you 
meditate. 

“Do you ever talk to pets — 
dogs, cats, birds, or what¬ 
ever? If you do, again you're 
talking to yourself. 

“Do you dream? Still an¬ 
other form of self-communi¬ 
cation. 

“EVEN bio-feedback is a 
form of self-communication, 
because in bio-feedback, the 
body is sending messages to 
brain centers." 

Many famous people have 
talked to themselves, from 
Julius Caesar through Ham¬ 
let. Abraham Lincoln. Napo¬ 
leon to Richard Nixon, who 
was said to have had conver¬ 
sations with the portraits In 
the White House Gallery . . . 
actually, conversations with 
himself. 

SUCH conversations. Dr. 
Halfond points out, are useful 
and even therapeutic. They 
help the talker to grapple 
with problems and gain con¬ 
trol of himself. They help him 
to set his mind at ease so he 
can prepare for coming prob¬ 
lems. 

“Frequently, when a man 
is confronted with a problem 


demanding a major decision, 
he'll talk it out first. Often the 
talking will help him decide 
what course of action to take. 
Or, If he has a crisis just 
ahead, such as an important 
encounter with the boss, a 
board meeting, a union meet¬ 
ing or even a hearing in traf¬ 
fic court, he'll rehearse 
ahead of time what he plans 
to say. This too is self-sup¬ 
portive behavior — very 
helpful in most cases." 

lilERE'S less stigma at¬ 
tached to talking to oneself 
nowadays than formerly. 

"Used to be, in the not-so- 
long ago. our parents scolded 
us if we ever were overheard 
talking to ourselves. 

“ 'Talk to yourself and the 
Devil listens,' was an old say¬ 
ing 

"Fortunatdg, ^t kind of 
superstition Is dying out," 
Or.HaUpMiAald 

“I^E BEEN teaching an 
undergraduate course in 
human self-communication 
for five years, and I've no¬ 
ticed that although some stu¬ 
dents tend to exhibit some 
guilt in connection with self¬ 
communication, or talking to 
themselves, during the first 
few weeks of class, they be¬ 
come more confident as they 
come to understand that 
there’s nothing wrong with 
it. 

“I teach them that self¬ 
communication is not only 
not harmful, but actually 
beneficial. When they finally 
come to understand this, 
their defensive attitude soft- 
ens and they’re quite at ease. 


and willing to share with 
others what they talk about, 
unless, of course, it's too per¬ 
sonal. 

“THE Important thing for 
everyone to remember about 
self-communication is that 
it's useful. It helps us in our 
struggle to achieve better 


self-understanding, greater 
self-confidence, and to cope 
with whatever problems we 
may have to face. 

"In other words, if you 
catch .vourself talking to 
yourselL don't worry about it 
. . . it's good for you."

Dear Dr. RnWe: What Is 

“sleep paralysis?” My hus¬ 
band occasionally awakens 
and isn't able to move for a 
while. He also falls asleep at 
odd times during the day. The 
doctor wants him to start on 
amphetamines. Could you 
discuss narcolepsy? How can 
one tell if this is his prob¬ 
lem? — Mrs. P.E. 

In sleep paralysis, a person 
upon awakening tries to 
move and cannot. It can be 
mighty scary, and can be 
part of the over all picture in 
narcolepsy. Narcolepsy is not 
a common ailment but It

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occurs about four times more 
frequently in men than 
women. 

The symptoms your hus¬ 
band has (sleep paralysis and 
inability to stay awake dur¬ 
ing the day) are usually suffi¬ 
cient to make the diagnosis. 
It can be confirmed by ob¬ 
serving how he does sleep. In 
normal sleep there is a period 
(of about to minutes) called 
the "NREM" phase (non¬ 
rapid eye movement phase). 
This precedes the so-called 
"REM" phase (rapid eye 
movement). Narcoleptirs 
lapse Into the rapid eye 


movement phase almost in¬ 
stantaneously. Brainwave 
tests will rule out other non- 
narcolepsy causes of his “hy- 
persomnoiism” — literally, 
over-sleepiness. 

Stimulant drugs are the 
only treatment tor narco¬ 
lepsy. For most narcoleptics 
they are all that is needed. If 
your husband has attacks of 
muscle weakness (cata¬ 
plexy) during the day other 
drugs can help that. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: The differ 
ence, please, between chloas¬ 
ma and the “mask of preg¬ 
nancy." — K.G. 


Both refer to skin blotches 
caused by increased hormone 
production. The term "mask 
of pregnancy" refers specifi. 
cally to that caused by preg¬ 
nancy-connected hormone 
production. 


Dear Dr. Rnble; What do 
the initials “ACTH" mean?

Shorthand for a tongue- 
twister — adrenocorticotro- 
phic hormone, a hormone 
produced by the pituitary 
gland. It acta on the outer 
layer (cortex) of the adrenal 
gland, which in turn produces 
rortisone-like hormones.

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Females topple tradition at Ridley College

getber at the college, with 
half living off campus. 

The girls make up about 10 
per cent of the school's stu¬ 
dent population. 

Janet Lewis, house-mis¬ 
tress to the girls, lives in an 
adjoining house with her hus¬ 
band. the school librarian 
and their two children. 

Mrs. Lewis describes her¬ 
self as "half law-enforcer, 
half counsellor" and says ad¬ 
justing to new regulations Is 


the major challenge to the 
new boarders. 

Discipline isn't really a 
problem, she says, because 
Ridley students are kept too 
busy to get into trouble. 

One headmaster, Richard 
Bradley, says it's "jolly 
nice" having girls around. 

Other private schools in 
Canada nave merged with 
girls’ schools to become co¬ 
ed. he says, but Ridley is the 
only one to open its doors to 
girt students in order to inte¬ 
grate. 

Ridley boys welcomed the 
new boarders with baptisms 
of water bombs from second- 
storey windows near the 
girls’ residence. 

Boys are not allowed inside 
the girls’ residence. 

The water bombings lost 
their glamour, however, 
when a faculty member's 


wife was accidentally 
doused, says Mrs. Lewis. 

Girls were accepted at Rid¬ 
ley five years ago as non-resi¬ 
dent students. 

Bradley says that when he 
discovered the girls were 
lodging near the school in 
order to attend, he decided 
they were "owed a better 
situation." so the school 
spent more than $80,009 mak¬ 
ing renovations to accommo¬ 
date them. 

He says there are no plans 
to equalize the number of 
boys and girls. The top num 
ber of females who can at¬ 
tend Ridley now Is (3. 

"If you increase the enrol¬ 
ment, then you have to in¬ 
crease the facilities," says 
Bradley. 

“And if you increase the 
number of girls, you would 
have to reduce the number of 


boys. It's nice to have as 
many boys at the school as 
want to be here." 

He says the girls are "good 
students, nice people and 
good for Ridley," but he does 
not think their needs, apti¬ 
tudes and interests are the 
same as boys. 

"Girls’ values are differ¬ 
ent.” he says. "They improve 
the arts programs, music, 
that sort of thing. . . . They 
are more naturally inclined 
toward things like commu¬ 
nity service." 

As for sports and games. 
Bradley says the girls and 
boys have separate programs 
to foster the boys’ spirit of 
competition and the girls' 
poise and self-confidence. 

"Young males are more en¬ 
ergetic than young women 


still, in spile of women's lib.. 
.. The girls are Jolly keen, but 
not as competitive." 

The fact that Ridley is w hat 
Bradley calls boy oriented 
means a slight savings for the 
parents of Ridley girls. 

It costs $IOO less to board a 
girl at Ridley than It does a 
boy—$6,150 a year for a tfri. 

The design of the school 
was chosen with boys in 
mind, so there are no domes¬ 
tic program facilities that 
girls might want, he says. 

"But our commitment is to 
make the girls feel they be¬ 
long 100 per cent to Ridley."

Today's West had little 
in the way of riches. Nev¬ 
ertheless, he should have 
believed hia partner's suit 
preference signal and held 
on to his "worthless" suit 
instead of his only strong 
one. 

East won the first trick 
with his diamond ace and 
returned the diamond 
queen to establish the suit 
and to tell West that he had 
an entry in the spade suit 
(suit preference). 

Declarer won the dia¬ 
mond king and began to 
run the clubs. East could 
see some tronble ahead 
because he was going to be 
forced down to only five 
cards after the clubs were 
run. 

If he held on to the spade 
ace, a guarded heart king 
and two high diamonds, 
declarer would simply lead 
a spade and East would be 
forced to yield a free heart 
finesse for declarer's ninth 
trick. 

So East's first two dis¬ 
cards were the deuce and 
five of hearts, deliberately 
blanking the king in hopes 
of leading declarer astray.

Apples,

anges this winter. 

"You can't substitute a raw- 
apple (or a raw orange and 
get the same amount of vita¬ 
min C." says Heather Ncil- 
son. chief of (he health ser¬ 
vices and promotion branch 
of the department. 

, .She said that a medium- 
sized raw apple has less than 
1 - 20 th of the vitamin C con¬ 
tent of a medium-sized raw 
orangi>. 

The orange contains <i« mil 
ligrams of vitamin C. while 
the apple contains only three 
milligrams. 

The adult daily require¬ 
ment for vitamin C is 30 mil¬ 
ligrams.

Pill curbs 
sexual 
interest 


BOSTON (I'PI) — Women 
who do not use the Pill are 
more sexually aroused dur¬ 
ing the few days a month 
when they are most likely to 
become pregnant, a new 
study says. 

The study, conducted by 
David B. Adams. Alice Ross 
Gold, and Anne D. Burt of 
Wesleyan University’s psy¬ 
chology department was re¬ 
leased In this week's issue of 
the New England Journal of 
.Medicine. 

Oral contraceptives alter 
(he 28-day menstrual cycle, 
eliminating a crucial two-to- 
three day mid-cycle ovula¬ 
tion period during which the 
female egg is fertilized. Hor¬ 
mones released during ovula¬ 
tion increase sexual desires 
in women, (he researchers 
concluded. 

"Hormones would natural¬ 
ly lead to an increase in sex¬ 
ual desires." said Adams, 
professor of comparative 
psychology and physiology at 
Wesleyan. "That's consider¬ 
ed true in all mammals ex¬ 
cept human beings. That's 
one of the reasons why this 
study was undertaken." 

Adams and Gold prepared 
questions for 35 married 
women between 21 and 37, 
gearing their research to¬ 
wards the psychology of sex¬ 
ual desires rather than inter¬

nility. In many cases so- 
calM senility can be re¬ 
versed through proper medi 
catfon. diet and 
psychotherapy. 

Please. Ann. don’t encour¬ 
age children to give up on 
their ’‘senile” parents. Urge 
(hem to seek the best medi¬ 
cal. psychological and nurs¬ 
ing help available. Encour¬ 
age more geriatric research 
and the (raining of more 
geriatric professionals. — 
J.R.B. of Hays, Kaasas.

LA PAZ (AP) — The BoUvi- 
an army toppled the youag 
government of air force Gen. 
Juan Pereda In a bloodle.ss 
coup Friday and promised to 
bold an early election “to re¬ 
turn the people tbeir rights 
and liberties." 

Gen. David Padilla Aranci- 
bla, the army commander, 
emerged as tbe strongman in 
the new regime, but It Is not 
clear whether he will rule as 
president or as the leading 
member of a three-man 
Junta. 

Pereda, a 47-year-old air 
force general who himself 
seized power In a non-violent 
coup last July, had promised 
recently to hold a free elec¬ 
tion in May, I9M. 

But the 16 -month time 
lapse infuriated his civilian 
opponents and apparently set 


the stage for today's coup, 
the fifth In tbe Latin Ameri¬ 
can country In the last 14 
years. 

Pereda wu in his private 
home and tbe coup apparent¬ 
ly caught him by surprise. 
Callers were told be had 
rushed out. At 4 a.m., tbe 
palace Issued a statement 
saying Pereda had resigned 
"to avoid hours of pain and 
bloodshed for the country and 
tbe armed forces." 

Unconfirmed reports said 
Pereda had flown in an air 
force plane to Santa Cruz, his 
personal power base in east¬ 
ern Bolivia. 

Padilla said the armed 
forces had taken power “to 
return the people to their 
rights and liberties, including 
electing their leaders by uni¬ 
versal democratic vote." 


He said the new regime's 
first act will be to Issue a 
decree setting a date for the 
election, with the voting to be 
held In time to allow the 
elected president to take of¬ 
fice on Aug. 6,1979—Bolivia's 
national day. 

Siles Zuazo. president from ' 
I9S6 to 1960 under the banner 
of the old National Revolu¬ 
tionary Movement, gave his 
Immediate support to Padil¬ 
la. But he said the members 
of his centre-left coalition 
will be vigilant to see to it 
that tbe promised election is 
held and the transfer of 
power carried out. 

Pereda took control of the 
country of 6.1 million people 
July 21 after a one-day rebel¬ 
lion in Santa Cruz that forced 
the resignation of President 


Hugo Banzer. an army gen¬ 
eral who bad ruled for seven 
years and who, like Pereda. 
came to power in a coup. 

After the July coup, Pereda 
appointed Banzer ambassa¬ 
dor to Argentina. 
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ALGIERS (AP) - In an 
apparent attempt to prepare 
the population for me pos¬ 
sible deam of President ' 
Houari Boumedienne, Alge¬ 
ria officially announced Fri 
day that Boumedienne was in 
a coma. 

Privately, Algerian offi¬ 
cials have said for several 
days that the U-year-old 
president was in critical con¬ 
dition and appeared likely 
never to resume his duties. 

The announcement on the 
state television network, fol¬ 
lowed by a dispatch on the 
official news agency, was the

MONTREAL (CP) — Que¬ 
bec has asked the federal 
government to admit more 
Cambodian and Chilean refu¬ 
gees in addition to the Viet¬ 
namese arriving this week. 
Quebec Immigration Minis¬ 
ter Jacques Couture said Fri¬ 
day. 

If Ottawa agrees. (Quebec is 
willing to accept half of all 
Cambodians admitted to Can¬ 
ada hs well as 200 Chilean 
exiles "living in a deplorable 
situation" in Argentina, he 
said. 

“We are all en the same 
planet and we have a respon¬ 
sibility toward the other citi¬ 
zens ^ the world,'’ Couture 
said, citing United Nations 
statistics Identifying up to 10 
million refugees around the 
world. 

So far, Ottawa and Quebec 
have co-operated beautifully 
in preparing for the Vietnam¬ 
ese newcomers, he said. 


Quebec is receiving about a 
third of the 104 Vietnamese 
refugees who have been ac¬ 
cepted into Canada for hu¬ 
manitarian reasons. They 
were selected from 2,500 who 
have lived for five weeks on 
the decks of the ship off the 
coast of Malaysia. 

A military plane will bring 
the first group of ISO refugees 
to Canada on Sunday, landing 
at Montreal's Dorval airport 
at 12:30 a.m.. 

After resting for several 
days from their 30-hour flight 
and being processed at the 
nearby Longue Pointe mili¬ 
tary base, SO srill be settled In 
Montreal and Sherbrooke, 145 
kilometres east of here, while 
the rest will he taken to their 
destinations elsewhere in 
Canada. 

Two flights later In the 
week irill bring the rest of the 
refugees, IM of whom will 
make their homes In Que¬ 
bec. 

The (Quebec immigration 
official in Malaysia had in¬ 
structions to select entire 
family units. Including dis¬ 
tant aunts and cousins as well 
as immediate family, Cou¬ 
ture said in a news confer¬ 
ence. Most of the members of 
the 44 families selected can¬ 
not speak French, he added. 

Couture told reporters he 
wanted it to be clear that 
(Juebec's decision to welcome 
these refugees does not imply 
any kind of Judgment on the 
politics of their country of 
origin. 

On the contrary, he said, 
Quebecers should also help 
those remaining in Vietnam 
who have suffered intensely 
from the economic crisis 
caused by widespread flood¬ 
ing la recent months. 

He said he supports a vol¬ 
unteer committee soliciting 
$400,000 In donations to buy 
food and other necessities for 
Vietnam. The floods are re¬ 
ported to have cut the coun¬ 
try's national production by 
about a fifth since 1077. 

A federal immigration offi¬ 


cial said many o( the new 
arrivals will be wnaring slip¬ 
pers and thin cotton garmets 
when they arrive here. They 
will be given a blanket at the 
airport and taken in warm 
buses to Longue Pointe. 

Clothes, purchased at a de¬ 
partment store by federal of¬ 
ficials, will be distributed at 
the base. Each refugee will 
probably be outfitted with 
several changes of under¬ 
wear, pants, a couple of 
sweaters, boots, shoM and 
outer winter wear. Mothers 
will receive diapers and milk 
for their babies. 

The military cafeteria will 
serve Vietnamese food to the 
group before they are bedded 
down In bunk-beds in the bar¬ 
racks. 

Interviews with the media 
will not be permitted before 
Monday to allow the refugees 
time to recuperate.

VANCOUVER — The long-troubled B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor emerged from il.s five-day convention 
Friday with a new look, but only the test of lime will 
determine what the effect is going to be. 

With one surprising exception, the federation's 
hard-line establishment was wiped out in the bid for the 
lop eight offices. 

“I think you'll find now that 
labor will close ranks and 
work together,” said Jim 
Kinnaird, who won the first 
full-time presidency as pre¬ 
dicted for the faction that 
wanted a complete overhaul 
for the 230.000-member labor 
body. 

Some of his leading sup¬ 
porters predict a change in 
style rather than direction for 
a federation that has been 
criticized as being too heavy- 
handed for modern times. 

Kinnaird. considered by 
many a proven leader with a 
tough but level-headed ap¬ 
proach to problems, defeat 
ed Bob Donnelly by a vole of 
626-472. He was the choice 
of 57 per cent of l.lOO dele¬ 
gates in the bitter battle with 
Donnelly, president of the 
Telecommunications Work¬ 
ers Union and standard-bear¬ 
er for the establishment. 

Don Garcia of the Long¬ 
shoremen put the single dent 
in the armor of the Kinnaird 
forces by defeating Monty 
Alton of the Steelworkers in a 
close contest for second vice- 
president. The other five 
vice-presidencies went to 
Kinnaird's "unity” slate, al¬ 
though the margin of vic¬ 
tory was never one-yided. 

Dave MacIntyre retained 
the critical secr^ary-trea- 
surcr's posl<ib^Toppling Al 
Peterson of the Retail, 
Wholesale and Department 
Store Union.

MINEHEAD, England (Reuter) — A bomb scare Friday 
briefly interrupt^ the court hearing against former Liberal 
party leader Jeremy Thorpe, accu.sed of plotting tomurder 
an alleged homosexual lover. 

The court had just started hearing evidence from Baha¬ 
mas-based millionaire Jack HaywaH, 55. a big contribu¬ 
tor to the Liberal party which Thorpe led from 1967 to 1976, 
when eveo'one was oidered out of the building. 

The tourt, which resumed after a lO-minule police 
search, is attempting lo decide whether Thorpe. 19, and 
three other men should be sent for (rial on charges of 
conspiring to murder former male model Norman Scott. 

The stale alleges that in the early 1960s. Thorpe had a 
homosexual affair with Scott and then feared Scott would 
endanger his political career. 

The stale prosecutor has already alleged that a gun¬ 
man was hired to kill Scott in 1975, but bungled the attempt 
and shot Scott's dog Instead. 

The gunman, identified as airline pilot Andrew Newton, 
was later paid the equivalent of about $12,000 from funds 
donated to the Liberal party by Hayward, the prosecutor 
said in his opening statement Monday. 

Hayward was questioned about two sums, each about 
{10.000 ($23,000), which he contributed not to Liberal 
party central funds, but lo an account in the English Chan¬ 
nel island of Jersey specified by Thorpe, 

Other contributions of around [150.000 ($345,000) went to 
party central funds during the 1970s when the Liberals were 
staging an election comeback. 

Hayward said that in May. he was asked by the police 
about the two payments made to Jersey and that he had 
telephoned Thorpe to refresh his memory about them. 

“He said they were .sent for election expenses and he 
gave me the name of a firm of accountants. I asked him 
'whal it was all about and why the police were investigat¬ 
ing"

The announcement, which brought almost 75 per cent of 
Rhodesia under military authority, was the fifth addition 
since martial law was first declared Sept. 25 over about 
15 per cent on the country. 

'The new areas include a Methodist mission on (he bor¬ 
der of the Selukwe tribal trust land in central Rhodesia. 

Another of the new areas under martial law is the 
Zwimba tribal trusi land, headquarters of Chief Jere¬ 
miah Chirau, who with white Prime Minister Ian Smith 
and two other black leaders make up the governing ex¬ 
ecutive council.

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NDP warns of cost 
of replacing old buses

The Victoria transit authority 
will be faced with an almost- 
immediate bill for $2.4 mil¬ 
lion when it Cakes over the 
bus service from B.C. Hydro 
next April I. according to fig 
ures quoted by Victoria New 
Democratic Party MLA 
Charles Barber. 

Barber. Interviewed after a 
news conference in Vancou¬ 
ver where he announced that 
an NDP government would 
assume the entire capital 
cost of replacement equip¬ 
ment for the new Urban 
Transit Authority, did not ac¬ 
tually use the $2.4 million fig¬ 
ure. 

But he estimated that 20 to 
30 of Victoria's fleet of 120 to 
140 buses needed immediate 
replacement, at a cost of 
aimt $80,000 each. 

In Vancouver, the situation 
is much worse, with the en¬ 
tire fleet of 2S1 trolley buses 
being more than 30 years old 
and needing replacement at a 
cost of about $126,000 each. 

Barber, the opposition 
parly's transit critic, said it 
was "Incredible" that B.C. 
Hydro had failed to provide a 
.depreciation fund for the 
transit services ft operated, 
leaving the munirfpalltit« to 
fool to per cent of the bill. 

Hr said the transfer 
scheme announced by Hugh 
Curtis, minister responsible 
for transit in the Social Credit 
government, was "unafford 
able " and would result in the 
systems being allowed to run 
(town by the municipalities. 

"An NDP guvrmment 
would assume the entire capi¬ 
tal costs of equipping the 
transit fleets and replacing 
capital equipment.” he said. 
Under the .Socred financing 
scheme. municipalities 
would be required to find 40 
per cent of the capital costs. 

In addition, the NDP tran¬ 
sit policy would pul a ceiling 
on the proportion of properly 
taxes that could be charged 
against transit operations. 

"The Socreds have created 
four new taxes to pay for 
transit. They have imposed 
these new taxes on homes 
and property, on gasoline, 
eieetririly and natural gas. 
This Socred formula would be 
abolished by our govern¬ 
ment." 

He said the NDP policy 
would provide: 

• The full capital costs of 
all transit equipment in B.C. 
to be paid for by the provin¬ 
cial government, including 
light rail rapid transit. 

• A regional gasoline tax 
would be the basis of transit 
finance, with operating su^ 
sidles of between 60 and $0 
per cent to be negotiated be¬ 
tween an NDP government 
and each regional transit au¬ 
thority 

• A ceiling of two mills 
srould be set on the portion of 
property lax that could be 
used for transit services. 

• Fares will be frozen dur¬ 
ing the startup period, with 
conimuters being offered re¬ 
duced rales. 

• Fares will not be expect¬ 
ed to generate more than 26 
per cent of required revenue, 
compared with the "unrealis¬ 
tic" .Socred demand of 35 per 
cent 

• The Urban Transit Au¬ 
thority will secure develop¬ 
ment rights and benefits 
from light rail transit depot 
sites in Victoria and Vancou¬ 
ver. 

Barber charged that the 
doubling of fares to 60 cents 
In the last three years had 
caused a loss of 16 million 
passengers. Combined with 
cuts in service, routes and 
personnel, public transit had 
suffered "serious damage." 
he said. 

The NDP would also invite 
worker-directors, reprc.sent- 
ing employees of the corpora¬ 
tion. to sit on the board. The 
proposal has already been 
accepted by the local presi¬ 
dent of the Amalgamated 
Transit Union. Al Ashton. 
Barber said.

VANCOUVER—The B.C. Federation 
of Labor, moved by the long bitter strike 
of Northern OnUrio nickel miners, has 
decided to help out with a gift it says is 
valued at roughly ISS.OOO. 

Part of the donation—no less than 
in.OOOpounds of herring—will be shipped 
to ^Mry where some It.000 miners are 
on strike against the International Nick¬ 
el Co. in what is considered a no- 
win siUiatioo. 

For members of the .Steelworkers 
Union, their strike came at a time when 
the company had already laid off 3,000 


other miners because of what it said was 
a slackening demand for nickel. 

The strikers said they were left with no 
other choice because of “ridiculous” 
contract offers. They claim Inco, faced 
with .stockpiling of its product, wanted a 
strike. 

During the federation convention here 
the Unlt^ Fishermen and Allied Work¬ 
ers Union said It would send the miners 
20.000 pounds of herring, plus another 
20,000 pounds if someone would pay 
the $6,000 shipping costs. The Interna¬ 
tional Woodworkers obliged. 

tv hat was passed and the 1.100 
delegates contributed $2,799. This was 
matched by the federation, and the B.C. 
and Yukon Building Trades Council 
added $1,500. 


The $55,000 figure included the coat of 
the herring.

The B.C. government will continue its 
quest for a Canadian economic strategy 
which would include freer trade, at the first 
ministers economic summit next week, a 
spokesman for the economic development 
ministry said Friday. 

"We have to be more competitive than we 
are at present, and we've got to stay 
competitive, and certainly through free 
trade that's one way you can,” the spokes¬ 
man said 

He said the B.C. government is seeking a 
comprehensive, integrated approach to in¬ 
dustrial development. 


“You can't do it by ad hocery You've got 
to take a big overview. We re not talking 
about .spending more money because, over 
the long haul, what we're talking about 
doing is getting the economy generating so 
much more income that we're all made 
better off" 

He said a paper to be presented by Pre 
mier Bennett calls for specific policy direc¬ 
tions for industry with regard to tariffs, and 
help for tradHional industries that are going 
to face adjustment problems, energy policy, 
transportation and research and develop¬ 
ment 


Testimonies 
in mid-winter 

OTTAWA—A royal commission Into RCMP wrongdo¬ 
ing is unlikely to hear three former solicitors-general until 
mid-winter at the earliest. Mr. Justice David C. McDonald, 
the commission chairman, indicated Friday. 

McDonald said in an interview that the royal commis¬ 
sion is anxious to hear the former ministers—Senator 
George Mcllraith, Consumer Affairs Minister Warren All- 
mand. and Jean-Iherre Goyei^as soon as possible. 

They were expected to appear during seven weeks of 
public hearings scheduled this autumn. But almost the 
whole of the period, which ends Dec. 7, is being spent behind 
closed doors with two witnesses—retired ft^P commis- 
skmer W. L. iligmtt and John Starnes, retired director-gen¬ 
eral of the RCMP Security Service. 

Higgitt spent six days on the witness stand in public and 
Starnes two, each indicating that the cabinet ministers must 
have known the Security Service had to break the law to 
monitor Quebec dissent in the early 1970s and counter any 
nxiccurrence of terrorism in the province. 

Goyer and Allmand have indicated that they are anxious 
to appear before tbe royal commission to reply to the 
Hlggitt-Stames allegations. 

However, McDonald said, the commission has yet to 
sort out prot^ural problems created by the nature of 
questioning related to “confidential government docu¬ 
ments.” The commi.ssion has the documents but the govern¬ 
ment has raised objections to making them, or testimony 
related to them, public. 

. After the Higgitt-Stames testimony is complete, pos¬ 
sibly by the end of next week, the commission and the 
lawyers before it will tackle this problem. 

This makes further public hearings this fall unlikely 
because at least one lawyer has scheduled other cases after 
Dec. 7.

The Conservatives and 
New Democrats attacked tbe 
government for introducing a 
revi.sed con.sumer price 
index, saying the new mea¬ 
sure could be used by the 
government to mask the se¬ 
verity of inflation. 

The 12-month inflation rate 
rose to 8.7 per cent In October 
from a September rate of 8.6 
p«-r cent. 

The new index downgrades 
the importance of food in 
the calculations and boosts 
housing and recreation 
spending. 

Sinclair Stevens, Progres- • 
sive Coaservatlve finance 
critic, said in an interview 
the inflation rate was much 
lower than he expected. He 
said there would be difficult 
understanding the impact of 
inflation and that Statistics 
Canada should publish cost- 
of-living figures under both 
indexes until the public bas a 
chance to as-sess the effect of 
change. 

Ij)rne Nystrom (NDP— 
Yorkton-Melville) said the 
government deliberately re- 
ducedthe importance of food 
in its index when this was 
where the worst inflation was 
occurring. 

He accused the govern¬ 
ment of altering the index to 
mask the impart of rising 
prices on low income fami¬ 
lies. 

Statistics Canada says re¬ 
vision of the consumer price 
index was necessary to re¬ 
flect changes in the spending 
patterns of Canadians. 

It says the revision does not 
mean any break in its tracing 
of month-to-month price 
changes because a complex 
mathematical formula was 
used to make September a 
link month. This means it has 
an index which would work 
under either the revised price 
index or the old om*.

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Sale of Argonauts blocked in surprise vote 


TORONTO (CP) — An application to transfer majority 
ownership of Toronto Argonauts to Agincourt Football 
Enterprises Ltd. was voted down Friday by the Canadian 
Football League. 

At the same time. CFL rommis.sioner Jake Gaudaur told a 
news conference present owner Bill Hodgson, eager to 
discard the Eastern Conference club after four lacklustre 
years, will re-evaluate his position during the weekend and 
may even consider retaining the team. 

"Mr. Hodg.son said he will most probably come up with an 
alternative (to Agincourt Football Enterprises) after the 
w«>ekend." Gaudaur said. He said the hotel-chain owner had 
indicated there were four or five other prospective buyers 
waiting in the wings. 

Aithough he declined to give details of the vote, Gaudaur 
said only four of the nine clubs voted in favor of the 
application despite his recommendation to approve the 
sale. 


"Die sale of Hodgson's 60 per cent ownership ot the Argos 
(Carling O'Keefe breweries has the remaining shares) 
would nave required unanimous agreement of the other 
three Eastern Conference clubs and of seven of the nine CFL 
teams. 

Hamilton Tiger-Cats owner Harold Ballard had already 
verbally attacked the sale because Baton Broadcasting, 
which operates OFTO-TV and is the parent company of 
Agincourt Football Enterprises, is owned by arch-rival John 
Bassett. 

Bassett, who originally .sold the Argos to Hodgson after 
the 1973 season, and Ballard have been openly bitter of each 
other since the .split in their partnership with the iate 
.Stafford Smythe as Joint owners of Mapie Leaf Gardens and 
Toronto Maple Leafs of the National Hockey League. 

The fact that the transfer application came to a vote 
following Friday morning's executive meeting .seemed sur¬ 
prising in that Ralph Sazio. Ticats' executive vice-president 
who was voting delegate at the meetings here in Ballard's 


absence, had indicated Thursday night the matter would 
likely be postponed until a later date. 

“Grey Cup week always has been a time when important 
issues have been postponed until annual meetings.” he 
said. 

Gaudaur said he expected Hodgson would make his 
position known by Dec. 15. agreeing there was a "sense of 
urgency” in that until the matter was decided the Argos 
would be a "lame duck" organization with nobody to direct 
the executive end of the operation. 

"Mr. Hodgson volunteered to make his position known 
early next week." he said. "We've undertaken to deal with it 
very quickly." 

Gaudaur said the CFL executive has agreed to prepare in 
two weeks the necessary documention that would enable 
Hodgson to transfer his shares, somewhat faster than the 
usual two- to three-month waiting period. 

He said it was important to the league, "and important to 


the Argonaut club that one member not be left in suspen¬ 
sion.” 

Gaudaur indicated that so far as the CFL was concerned", 
the Agincourt bid to purchase Toronto was “deemed dead"! 
and would not be considered again. H 

“I think normally once a specific matter is voted on and,', 
dealt with it is deemed to be dead." he said. “There's a 
difference of opinion as to whether that would apply. I can, 
tell you that in this instance. 

“But I think from a practical point of view ... if it was,, 
reintroduced, the same reasons that would have caused it to, 
be turned down in the first instance would still exist. In that, 
respect, I suppose it's not realistic to assume it would bg, 
reconsidered.” 4 

He said he wasn't at liberty to discus why four other 
owners sided with Ballard in opposing the sale to the 
Bassett-owned Agincourt Football Enterprises. 

“I don't think it was proper fur me to trying and convey 
feelings." Gaudaur added.

They heard first from Cali¬ 
fornia. when' it was reported 
that those planning tht' Los 
Angeles Olympics want Ro- 
zelle to take eharge of the 
196-1 Games as executive 
director. 

Next, it developed that Ro¬ 
zelle hasn't flatly turned the 
Californians down. In an 11- 
word statement, he said: “I 
have no plans to make any 
change at this time." 

The.se arc reports that 
raise several questions. Why- 
do the Olympic planners 
want Rozelle? Would he real¬ 
ly take the job? What Is there 
about the venture that would 
attract a man of his position 
and background? 

No one in the league with 
the credentials to speak 
knowledgeably on the matter 
will discuss it. As attorney 
John C. Argue, chairman of 
the Olympic organizing com¬ 
mittee. .says: '"The talk about 
Rozelle or any specific indi¬ 
vidual Is premature." 

Nonetheless. Argue’s com¬ 
mittee has commissioned a 
firm (Kom-Fcrry Interna¬ 
tional) to find a qualified 
leader. And Rozelle's is the 
first name to surface — aside 
from that of U‘e lacocca. the

Not that there aren't other 
candidates. The other day 
when the speeificatlons for 
the Olympics opening were 
capsuled in a Morning Brief¬ 
ing 35 persons applied for the 
job before noon As of Thurs¬ 
day there were more than 100 
applicants. 

The man who finally takes 
it will have one of the biggest 
and most prominent jolM in 
either U.S. or international 
sports for the next seven 
years — from early 1979 until 
well-after-the-end-of August- 
1964 pageant. 

He will make many of the 
major docisionk implement¬ 
ing a $200 million budget and 
aflecting 20.000 employees. 

"What we want is a super 
organized person." says 
Argue. "Ideally, he's a good 
planner, administrator and 
leader who works well with 
the media and other people of 
all kinds and brings to the joly 
a knowledge of such diverse 
activities as television, nego¬ 
tiations. fund-raising, gov¬ 
ernment relationships, and. 
of course, sports." 

The permanent organizing 
committee, yet to be named, 
will have responsibility for 
policy. Argue says, adding 


that it will be the exeeutive 
director's job to carry it out. 
But. he says: "The man 
should be strong enough and 
perceptive enough to formu¬ 
late and recommend major 
policy him.self." 

In other words, what the 
committee envisions for the 
Los Angeles Olympics is an 
organization resembling a 
typical big American cor¬ 
poration with a board of 
directors and a president. 
Such a board sets policy and 
the president carries it out. 
Most boards, tend, however, 
to defer to a strong, smart, 
moneymaking presi^nt. 

In the case of the 1984 
Games, the organizing com¬ 
mittee will be a nonprofit, 
charitable California cor¬ 
poration. And, instead of 
making money, the president 
(or executive director) will 
be entrusted to keep from 
losing it. But other than that, 
the Los Angeles Olympics 
will be big business, indeed. 

And this explains the early 
groundswell of interest in Ro¬ 
zelle, who, as the NFL com¬ 
missioner. has run a big, 
unique sports business for the 
last 18 years. The 28 NFL 
clubowners constitute his 
board of directors. But Ro¬ 
zelle has made, and carried 
out, most of the high-level 
policy since his appointment 
to the job in I960.

GEORGETOWN (AP) — A man who saw him 
drods die in the biggest mass suicide in recent history 
said Friday there was some hysteria antt^nfusion as 
parents saw their children writhe in the throes of death 
from cyanide poisoning at the Jonestown settlement. 

But Odell Rhodes of Detroit 
said most people quietly 
waited their own turn to die 
He said he saw perhaps 200. 
of the about KOO who poisoned 
themselves, drink cyanide or 
have It adminisieri'd for¬ 
cibly. 

Rhodes said there was no 
panic or emotional outburst 
as people stood in line to 
swallow poison. He said he 
escafted the ceremony by 
slipping through a ring of 
armed guards and into the 
jungle. 

"A lot of people walked 
around like they were In a 
trance. I don't know if thev 
even tried to get away." said 
Rhodes. 36. who said he 
escaped about 30 minutes after the poisoning began. 

"There wasn't that much noise. ’ he said. "Children 
were crying and going through convulsions and some of 
(heir grandparents and parents uere getting h}siericjl as 
(hey saw their children die 

"But basically a lot of the people were sitting, espei iult> 
the senior people—just waiting and watching." he said.

20. ROOF not room. It is unnatural to relate the state of 
one room to “the timbers of the house.” broadly. As a 
major part of the structure, ROOF is more reason¬ 
ably apt. 

23. MONOTONY not monotone. Aptly, MONOTONY re¬ 
lates to the overall efiect of “a person reading” in the 
manner suggested; the monotone simply is the dull 
flat voice in question. 

24. PAST not post. His “interesting post” may be inter¬ 
esting only to him; in any case, it is rather from his 
PAST that he would draw may fund of anecdote, 
etc. 


CLUES DOWN 

1 . DIVORCEE not divorced. The clue is put in the 
singular and relates better to the DIVORCEE (“the 
divorced” being people). 

2. YELLS not bells. Bells simply are, or are not, 
understood to be alarms; it’s hardly a question of 
their being “pretty alarming" in their own nature. 

3. EYED not dyed, the phrase: "can hardly fail” is 
better related to an attempt (e.g., to attract atten¬ 
tion), favoring EYED, in the other case, “can hardly 
be ether than dyed” would be better usage. 

5 PARTING not parking. PARTING, as tbe clue hints Is 
something one might prefer to do somewhere pri¬ 
vate. Also, the suggestion that people eaa choose to 
do this in a busy public place favors PARITNG. since 
parking may well be very difficult. 

10. ROAD not load. A “certain” ROAD may be suitable 
only for certain vehicles. Whether or not a vehicle 
takes a load at all depends very much on what kind of 
vehicle it is. 

21. BOG not fog or log. The idea of “bitter regret” 
suggests chagrin over error, etc.; however, getting 
into a fog Is hardly the driver's fault. A BOG 
measures up more fittingly than a log (or dog or hog) 
as something disastrous to have “run into.”

Mrs. V. Sales writes from 
Toronto (o enquire about "a 
fine old Bell parlour organ, 
very ornate, in perfect work¬ 
ing order . .. should be of 
great interest to a collec¬ 
tor**. 

This is a popular question 
and the answer is always dis¬ 
appointing. An organ must 
be regard^ either as a musi¬ 
cal instrument or a piece of 
furniture; one can hardly 
imagine anyone actually col¬ 
lecting them. Modem elec¬ 
tronic organs can do every¬ 
thing an old reed organ can 
do plus a thousand other 
things. As a musical instru¬ 
ment, therefore, it is of little 
interest. As a piece of furni¬ 
ture it is purely a matter of 
decor. Size is important — 
the bigger they are, the 
harder to dispose of. Omate- 
ness helps but perfection of 
condition and finish rates 
higher. 

Old parlour organs usually 
sell in the $200-$3M bracket, 
if they can be sold at all. I 
discussed this with my local 
musical instrument dealer 
and he said be could get me a 
very goq^ price on a dozen. 
He always has one in the 
store as a conversation piece. 
It generates a great deal of 
interest but rarely a sale.

Is Mankind a 'Mistake'? 


Man's a kind of 
missing; link 
fondly thinking 
he can ihlnk. 

Of all the dozens of won- 
drou.sly witty “Krooks” that 
the Danish poet.piiiloaopher 
Piet Hein has given us, that 
one ranks hi)^ among my 
favorites — if only beesuse it 
so shsrply punctures our 
overweening pretensions ss s 
species. It cotdd siso serve ss 
the perfect epigrsm to Arthur 
Koesller's Janus; A Summing 
I'p. 

For Koesller's starting- 
point in this challenging book 
is the discomforting thesis 
that something went serkNu- 
ly wrong in the course of 
human evolution, so that a 
fundamental flaw comes 
built into our inherited brain- 
structure. '"The neural path¬ 
ways connecting neocortex 
w ith the archaic structures of 
the mid-brain are apparently 
inadequate," be argues. "In¬ 
stead of transforming old 
brain into new, evolution su¬ 
perimposed a new superior 
structure on an old one with 
partly overlapping functions, 
and without providing the 
new brain with a clear-cut 
power of control over the 
old." 

As a result, he claims, hu¬ 
manity from its Stone Age 
beginnings has been afflicted 
w ith a "chronic, quasi-schizo¬ 
phrenic split between reason 
and emotion." Over and over 
again, our best intentions and 
our highest achievements 
end up being undermiued and 
sabotaged by the subhuman 
brute who lurks within all of 
us. Looking unsentimentally 
backwards at the sorry pag- 
eant of human follies. 
Kuestler is moved to specu¬ 
late on the daunting possibil¬ 
ity "that homo sapiens is a 
victim of one of evolution's 
countless mistakes," doomed 
ultimately to go the way of 
the dodo or the Irish elk. 

(Juite understandably, this 
pessimistic thesis has drawn 
considerable fire since 1967, 
when the author first

broached it in the pages of his 
illuminating study of the 
human psyc^. The Ghost in 
the Machine. Like all exer¬ 
cises in the “anatomy is des¬ 
tiny" mould, it is seriously 
questionable on scientific 
grounds as well as on ethical 
ones, and the evidence he 
cites to support It are at best 
far from conclusive. 

Moreover, Koestler's prof¬ 
fered prescription for healing 
this inbred "schlzophysio- 
logy," by creating some syn¬ 
thetic chemical capable of 
"correcting human nature" 
by restoring the proper bal¬ 
ance between our two con¬ 
flicting sub-brains, rings un¬ 
comfortably simplistic, and 
smacks rather of Brave New 
World to boot. 

Yet however debatable this 
bold diagnosis of the human 
situation may be, it remains 
a powerful nuxlern-age meta¬ 
phor for our collective pre¬ 
dicament — and also, in its 
own paradoxical way, a key 
to the very real contribution 
Koesller is making towards 
healing the fatal split that 
mars our beings. For there is 
indeed a fundamental discon¬ 
tinuity between ibe rational¬ 
istic world-view that predom- 
inates today and the 
deep-down promptings of our 
animal instincts. And unless 
this gap is bridged somehow, 
it seems grossly unlikely that 
our civilization will succeed 
in weathering the stormy 
prospects ahead of it. 

Those already acquainted 
with Koestler's several vol¬ 
umes of autobiography know 
that his entire adult life has 
been devoted to a determined 
struggle to free himself from 
Ihr fellers of the narrow 
Marxist ideologism into 
which he was lured by the 
naive idealism of his youth. 
.Slowly, painfully, he was led 


to Ihr cralizalioa that his 
finest instincts had been 
subtly perverted iuto the ser¬ 
vice of a degrading and es¬ 
sentially dehumanlziDg pseu¬ 
do-philosophy, all in the 
ma^c names of “Reason" 
and "Humanity." ' 

Ever since, he has been 
engaged in trying to find a 
way of reconciling heart and 
head that will affirm, rather 
than deny, the full range of 
unfulfilled human potentials. 
And while the circumstances 
of Koestler's life have con¬ 
spired to make Ms an unu¬ 
sually dramatic case, it Is a 
quest that should strike a 
more or less sympathetic 
chord in all of us. 

Over the last quarter-cen¬ 
tury, in a long series of 
essays and books, among 
which Tke Acts of Creation, 
The Ghost in the Machine, 
and The Roots of Coincidence 
are perhaps Ibe most note¬ 
worthy, Koesller has directed 
his energies lo two related 
tasks. On the one hand, he 
has attempted to deinon- 
slrate that a large proportion 
of our conlemporgry prob¬ 
lems are either creal^ or 
sustained by the prevailing 
philosophy of "nothing-hut" 
reductionist materialism; 
and on the other, he has set 
about sketching in the pre¬ 
liminary outlines of a less 
constricting "holarchic" 
world-view that accords 
much better with the cutting- 
edge of modern science. 

Janu-s. as its subtitle indi¬ 
cates, represents "A Sum¬ 
ming Up" of his splendid se- 
ries of intellectual 
adventures into the proving- 
grounds of what may well 
turn out to be the prevailing 
wisdom of tomorrow. Those 
familiar with the earlier vol¬ 
umes will find that it serves 
as a valuable overall draw¬ 
ing-together and summation.

even though H has compara¬ 
tively little lo add to Ibe ma¬ 
terial presented in its prede- 
ccsson. And those not yet 
acquainted with Koesller's 
stimulating treatments of 
such important topics as the 
creative process, the non- 
Darwinian factors shaping 
evolution, and the guiding 
principles of the emerging 
new "holistic'' world-view, 
should find it more or less of a 
revelalioo — even though his 
concluding discussion of the 
lanlalixing relationships be¬ 
tween physics and parapsy¬ 
chology remains, as before, 
fnistratlngly Inconclusive. 

Above all, despite the ap¬ 
parent pessimism of its guid¬ 
ing thesis, Janus stands as an 
authentically inspiring pre¬ 
vision of what Man may yet 
become — as much because 
of aa in spite of his divided 
nature. For what finally 
emerges from Koestler's sti¬ 
mulating analysis is a renew¬ 
ed awareness of how the two 
complementary facets of our 
being are both equal and in¬ 
separable parts of the two- 
faced god-beast that is the 
human phenomenon. 

For whatever inbuilt flaws 
may characterize Ms make¬ 
up, the human animal re¬ 
mains a unique "missing 
link" between his evolution¬ 
ary past and a potential fu¬ 
ture he is only Just beginning 
lo glimpse. 

"Only In the case of homo 
sapiens," as KoesUer points 
out, "has evolution anticipat¬ 
ed his needs by a time factor 
of such magnitude that he is 
only beginning lo utilize some 
of the unexploited, unex¬ 
plored potentials of the 
brain's estimated ten thou¬ 
sand million neurons and 
their virtually inexhaustible 
sj-napiic cross-connections. 
The history of science, philos¬ 
ophy and art is, from this 
point of view, the slow pro¬ 
cess of the mind learning 
by experience to actualize the 
brain's potentials. The new 
frontiers to be conquered are 
in the convolutions of the cor¬ 
tex." 








Strange and Enchanting Land

Saga of a

Patagonia, as forbidding a hunk of 
real estate as any in the world, more or 
less perpetually shrouded in mists and 
myths, is the name given tp that deso¬ 
late wedge at the far-most tip of South 
America, stretching clear down to Tier- 
ra Del Fuego and Cape Horn. 

In Buenos Aires, where this reviewer 
was a resident for a couple of years, it is 
known simply as ‘*tbe accursed land'*. 
Curiously enough, almost everyo**^ with 
an ounce of adventure ip his soul 
dreams of discovering it. 

This reviewer dreamed, as well. But 
it was a low priority in the day-to-day 
events of turbulent Argentina, then 
passing from a democracy to a militao 
state, as it periodically does. Patagonia 
was never to be encountered at first 
hand. 

Now, with the publication of Bruce 
Chatwii’s In Patagonia, there's cause 
for regret that it remained unvisited. 
Chatwiu found not merely a mysterious 
and strangely enchanting last frontier, 
but more than enough oM. flamboyant 
characters and impressions of a savage 
landscape to make a remarkable, faset 
nating book. Indeed it may be a small 
classic of its kind for the simple reason 
that Patagonia itself is an absorbing 
study. 

In any other hands, perhaps, this 
would not be true. Chatwin. still in his 


30‘.s. a onetime Impressionist expi‘ri for 
.Sotheby's of Ixmdon. later a writer for 
the Sunday Times, is a bom adventurer 
He has a sharp eye for the zanier details 
^f society and nature, both being in 
abundance in that seldom-invaded cor¬ 
ner of the world. And he's a magnificent 
writer to boot. 

Beyond a confession that he first 
went to Patagonia in 1968 because it 
represented a last outpost where a civi¬ 
lized man might .surs'ive a nuclear war. 
a kind of refuge from the dementia of 
the world's power struggles, the reader 
learns tittle of this eccentric and in¬ 
spired author. Yet his willingness to 
endure any discomforts, to be grateful 
for any awful meal or awful shelter, his 
footloose wanderings in a land that, 
itself, is often an impressionist dream, 
is certainly as compelling as any part of 
his report. 

Two rare abilities make this vol¬ 
ume. slim though It may be, something 
of a masterpiece. 

The first is a gift for det*p. exhaustive 
research. A great deal of the historic 
past of Patagonia is explored. Chatwin 
goes back to the legendary tales of 
giants and moasters. He writes of the 
riotous adventures of Butch Cassidy and 
the Sundance Kid when they chose that 
unlikely part of the world as a kind of 
hide-out. He tells of the coming of the 
kosher butchers from Lsrael and the 
anarchist uprisings in the grim B<kt 


settlements SiOdom. if ever, has thv 
stuff of history set^med so vivid. * 

.Second is his empathy with a cast of 
characters whose bi/arre variety has 
only one common denominator: a mnd 
to find a last rt'fuge of frtHKlQm. In 
Patagonia becomes a kind of saga of 
rugged, and occasionally lunatic, indi 
vidualism. A great many of the past and 
present settlers were in flight from 
other nations, a collection of midti na 
tional odd balls, yet each with a dignity 
and purpose that only a man of Cha 
twin's calibre could respect. 

He writes, for example, of his disco¬ 
very in a town called Sarmiento. largely 
populated by inhospitable Boi*rs. of its 
leading citizen, a Lithuanian named 
Casimir ^apelic. 

*‘Fifty years ago he found the dino 
saur in the barranca." Chatwin notes. 
"Now. toothless, hairless and in hi.s mid¬ 
dle eighties, he was one of the oldest 
flying piloLs in the world. F.ach morning 
he put on his white canvas flying-suit, 
pottered down to the Aero Club in his 
Moskva and hurled himself and his an 
tique monoplane into the gales . . . the 
w ind had polished hi.s nose and colored 
it pale lilac. I found him at lunch ladling 
the borscht into the ivory orb of his 
head. He had made his room chev^ul. in 
the Baltic way. with flowered curtains, 
geraniums, diplomas for stunt fiving 
and a signed photograph of Neil Arm 
strong.” f 
V 


In another remote comer he met a 
ime-lime Scottish sheep rancher who 
c.illtd his acreage. "Estancia Lochin 
var.” 

Writes Chatwin: "He wore the kilt 
and piptd at Caledonian Ralls. He had 
one set of pipes sc‘nt from Scotland and 
another he made himself in the long 
Pategonain winter. In the house there 
wert* views of Scotland, photographs of 
the British Royal Family, and Karsh's 
picture of Winston Churchill. A tin of 
Mackintosh's toffi^ was placed re 
vercntly under the Queen.” 

Near a stream called Rio Pico he 
came across a Russian woman doctor 
with artificial limbs, both legs having 
been amputated at the knees. "She 
spent ever> spare peso ordering books 
from the Y'.M.C.A. Press in Paris.” he 
recounts. "Mandelstam. Tsvelayeva. 
Pasternak. Gumilev. Ahkmatova. .So!/ 
henitsyn — the names rolled off her 
longue with the reverberation of a lit 
any.” 

Such strange encounters are com 
mon in Chatwin's altogether wonderful 
journey. Though the b^)k Is unrealisti¬ 
cally over-pric^ — as. it seems, are all 
imported British books — In Patagonia 
is required reading for ever> dream 
er.

'Here is a Poet 
We Must Read' 

By WALT KELLYTHORNE 

Alexander Hutrhison'.s first book of poems, Devp Tap 
Tree, is a remarkable blend of old truth and new 
sensation that will sound to the heart of any reader w ith 
voice to speak. 

Hutchison is a Scot, bom on the Moray Firth coast 
(and now living on Vancouver Island), and though he 
writes occasionally in his native language ("T)ie Rumly 
Go"), it's in EnglLsh that bis most powerful poems are 
presented. At his best, as in "The Dead-Cam Shifting 
Slowly in the Drift." Hutchison combines his Scottish 
■ memory with his English voice to give us a rendering of 
human life that manages to strike the essence of the 
entire tradition from which springs the best of our poetry 
— or. for that matter, our civilization. 

That tradition, of course, is the Greek, and particu- 
larly t)ie oft-forgotten herald of Heraclitus — who. as 
Hutchison points out in "The Dead-Cam.” "pierced flow- 
change and fire"; and so Hutchison's poem brings alive 
the motion of flood opening the river bank as it breaks 
“brimming in the firth/Like an opened vein"; and brings 
to life too Uie poet's memory of "White Ash. the Bin. Ben 
Rinnes in calendar/ . . , larch-tassels crimson at shrov- 
ing/ . . . dust at the door of an carth-hou.se laid." 

Thus memory and change, the fixed and unfixed — 
and thus the human condition irrespective of culture and 
time. Given that condition, which may not always be a 
comfortable one, "Man makes a thing to demonstrate 
InherltanceyAssert the roots . . ." 

And so this poem, and every- poem. 

Hutchison's use of English sometimes recalls the 
mellifluous sounds of Dylan Thomas, another 
“foreigner" whose command of the language was often 
more sure than the native grasp. But where Thomas often 
degenerated his voice to a self-indulgent, private instru¬ 
ment that carried no immediate sense, Hutchison's po 
etry- is clarity Itself. Particulariy in those poems with a 
Scottish setting (“In Brass and in Brimstone I Bum Like 
a Bell”; “Lyke-Wake", "Link-Light”, "A Slate Rubbed 
Smooth", "Traces" and others), the sonority and motion 
of Hutchison's voice makes memorable music 

Hutchison, however, has studied — both acdemically

and poetically — jn the United States, and many of the 
poems in Deep-Tap Tree are sparse evocations of feeling 
that indicate his interest in the modernist American 
tradition. 

They are love poems, moytiof tliem, and recount the 
poet's delight in “Blithe/thundering/looped over 
stone/lipped/lenity", or “the wonder lhat begins/onc 
glance from love/to love." 

These "American" poems are not. in the end. as 
satisfying as the “Scottish" poems, primarily because 
the short, broken line doesn't offer as much room for 
what one suspects is Hutchison's natural, rambling 
breath: And the subject matter, too, is one lhat few p<K‘ls. 
unless they be ma.slers. can convey in a manner that 
transcends the particular. Thus Uiere is an uneveness to 
this collection that suggests Hutchison is still Imking for 
form to fit his vision and voice. What Is obvious, however, 
is that both are often powerful enough, and (heir express¬ 
ion often right enough, to tell us that here is a poet we 
must read. 

Incidentally, let us nut forget the dog. the lowly dog. 
as "Mr. Scales Wallcs His Dog." When Hutchison read 
this poem here a couple of years ago. he won the house- 
with his insouciant telling of a hound "so old dust files 
out from its arse as it runs/ ... so old its barks hang in 
the air like old socks." 

We've all known dogs like that! 


'Three Histories

mance in truck driving. It has 
been brought back to public 
attention by a surge of popu¬ 
lar song-writing about 
strong-armed knights of the 
highways heading for desti¬ 
nations such as a truck driv¬ 
er’s heaven. Those who 
glance nervously back 
through the rear-window of 
the family sedan as they wind 
throiugh the Fraser Valley 
have a less kind view of this 
rorrtance. 

If you've got the hammer 
down on your CB and truck¬ 
ing Is your big thing, good 
buddy, tune in on Andy 
Craig's 168-page labor of 
love. He certainly can justify 
hLs tape recorder and Canada 
Council grant. 

It’s a homey book Photos 
from the 30s. tOs and 50s. 
lifted from family albums 
and the products of box 
Brownies give it a flavor that 
cannot really be duplicated. 
The first-person narrative^ 
that flows in around such fas 
cinating snapshots seems 
just right. 

Now lhat you're in the 
mood for yet another glimpse 
into B.C.'s interesting indust¬ 
rial past, learn about mining 


in the swond of the current 
triple release from Hancock 
House. This book is loaded 
with facts about a vital s(>g- 
ment of our economy that has 
had a struggling existence 
the past few years 

Geoffrey Taylor’s report of 
the history of Vancouver l.s- 
land mining is by far the wi¬ 
dest-reaching we've seen. 
The crisp, economical style 
and photos make it a refer¬ 
ence volume of value. 

The third book concerns 
logging, and it's from a dif 
fertmt viewpoint than many 
other such attempts. It ap 
pears to be directed more 
toward the Washington. 
Idaho and Oregon readers 
and tells them of the labor 
strife that has been as much a 
part of the forestry industry 
as (he logger’s axe. 

The sections devoted to 
B.C. have been done better by 
others but then when one puts 
the local history alongside 
the U S. one, many similar¬ 
ities can be found and per- 
hYips from them lessons can 
b(‘ Warned.

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Women historians are fast gaining 
the ascendancy in a field which, until 
recently, was an exclusive male do¬ 
main. That field, for want of a belter 
term, is popular histor>'. While men 
have bi^come over-specialized by nar¬ 
rowing their vision to a specific period 
In a particular country, women have 
ranged far apd wide in their search for 
ptTiods and events which interest (hem. 
As men become more and more impri¬ 
soned by their previous research, and 
(heir books become duller, open-minded 
women historians are making rings 
round them. ^ 

t 

And in the vanguard is Barbara 
Tuchman, who has been a household 
name internationally .>ince the 1962 pub¬ 
lication of The (fUns. of August and 
w hose every book since then has been a 
publishing event. 

In the same way (hat Cecil Wood- 
ham-Smith. another fine woman histo¬ 
rian, moved effortlessly from the Cri¬ 
mean War to the potato famine in Ire¬ 
land, so Barbara Tuthman has swung 
from modem Europe to China. And for 
the same reason: an intellectual’s curi- 
ousity to know the root causes of .seem¬ 
ingly straightforward events which in¬ 
explicably become major historical di¬ 
sasters. 

Male historians usually chart (heir 
books in detail before they start, and 
then search out material to fit and pad

out their theses. Women, on' the other 
hand, start with an idea and (hen see 
where their research leads them. This is 
mure daring, and the result Is usually 
more exciting, and never more so than 
in Tuchman's new b<i-)k. A Df.s(an( .Mir¬ 
ror 

Mere’s how it works. You start with a 
thought, in this instance what (he effects 
on remaining society would be following 
global nuclear war. Y ou then look for an 
historical parallel, in this instance the 
most lethal disaster of recorded history 
— (he Black Death of 1146-50. which 
killtKl an estimated one third of the 
population living between India and Ice¬ 
land. 

Tuchman rapidly discovered (hat the 
Black Death was mly one of s(‘\en 
major disorders of the calamitous I4th 
centur>'. These were plague, war. taxes, 
brigandage, bad government. insum>c- 
tion, and schism in the Church. As all 
but (he plague arose from conditions 
that existed before the Black Death and 
continued when (he plague was over, it 
was clear that as (he awfulness of the 
age could not be traced to one cause, all 
would have to be looked into. 

As rest*arch look her ever deepiT 
into (he violent, tormented, bew ildered, 
suffering and disintegrating Europe* of 
the 14(h century, Tuchman r(*ali/ed that 
she was hmking at a rx'riectlon In a

clislanl mirror of the disarray of our 
own limes, and that it might cheer us all 
up to know that men and women had 
. liv'pd through worse before. 

.So what this distinguished historian 
offers us in A Distant Mirror is the 
anatomy of the 14th century with its 
great rhythms of history and the texture 
of domestic life as it was lived: whal 
childhood and marriage were like; how 
money, taxes, and war dominated the 
lives of serf, noble, and clergy alike. 

Apart from the plague, whidi strnck 
five times during the centnry. Europe 
knew the terror of freebooting rewi- 
panies of brigands, the 'hundred yewrs's 
war' between France and England, 
which defied all efforts to end it and 
acquired a life of ila aww. Europeans 
also witnessed the crumbling of chiv¬ 
alry under the Impact of new weapons, 
new tactics, and knightly follies. 

The over worked, miserably paid, 
yet heavily taxed poor were, as ever, 
the greatest sufferers, and when they 
rose in a wave of peasant and proletar¬ 
ian revolts the panic-stricken ruling 
class repres.sed them with ferocity. 

Never at any time had man greater 
need of spriiiual comfort in a capricious 
and malevolent world, but there was no 
comfort to be had because the Christian 
world was rent by papal schism, with 
Pope and anti-Pope excommunicating 
each others' followers and no one know¬ 
ing whether the one in Rome or the one 
in Avignon, "each as remote from holi¬ 
ness as it was possible to be,” was 
genuine and therefore ail, whether 
noble, priest, or serf, were damned by 
one or the other. 

The rot and despair gave birth to 
culls of death and flagellation, but while 
sparing us none of the horrors, Tuch¬ 
man delights in showing us that, in 
extreme counterpoint, there was an¬ 
other side to life. The Itth century was 
also the lime of Chaucer, Pelrach, 
Froissart and Wycllf; courtly romance; 
ribald tales; the Sorbonoe and Oxford 
and Cambridge; tournaments and pag¬ 
eants; and a richness and gusto to upper 
class life in total mcK-kery of the ills of 
the poor. 

With the incomparable Tuchman as 
guide, we savor the full flavor of the 
century with its satire and humor, sor- 
eery and demonology, lust and sadism 
on the stage, its passions, loyalties, 
treacheries, political assassinatiom, 
s(>a battles, sieges, corruption in high 
places, yearning for reform, and fear of 
the end of the world. 

The players are kings, princes, car¬ 
dinals, beggars, bailiffs, feminists, in¬ 
cessantly persecuted Jews, university 
scholars, grocers, bankers, clerks, 
serfs, sorcerers, mercenaries, saints 
and mystks, lawyers and lax-eollec- 
tors, and, dominating them all, the un¬ 
feeling valorous knight, the "terrible 
worm in an iron cocoon." 

Such a large and bewildering cast 
demands a large stage and, to be man¬ 
ageable. a narrow focus, and to achieve 
this Tuchman has chosen a particular 
person's life as the vehicle of her nar¬ 
rative. Her choice was Enguerrand de 
Coucy VII, "the most skilful and ex¬ 
perienced of all the knights of 
France. " 

.Although we don't meet Coucy until 
the seventh chaptcT (he wasn't born 
until 1310). the choice is an isnpired une. 
Orphaned b.\ his father's death at Crecy 
and his mother's in (he Black Death, 


Coucy was to distinguish himself in 
battle, in council, and in diplomacy. Not 
surprising in one who was loyal to the 
king of France as well as son-in-law of 
France's enemy, the king of England, 
he was the only man fully (rusM by 
nobles and clerics on every side. 

We glimpse Coucy only intermittent¬ 
ly, like a patch of sJty through moving 
clouds, hut be touches every aspect of 
the century as we follow him through 
princely It^s and private wars, reli- 
gious foundations, peace parleys, court 
life, worker insurrections, secret mis¬ 
sions, and to the culminating Fiasco of 
knighthood, (he last crusade of medie¬ 
val Christendom, launched against the 
Turks who had penetrated Europe in 
t3k7. Coucy died in this last mad hubris 
of a fiMed elite. 

As we'e dealing with not only a fa¬ 
bled elite but a fabled time, this might 
be an appropriate moment to allude to 
something I have long wished to men¬ 
tion. I have heard H said, by those who 
use it as an excuse, that recorded his¬ 
tory is not worth reading because ft is 
overloaded with the negative. I don't 
deny that the survival of the bad side — 
evil, misery, contention and harm — is 
disproportionate, but if the detractors 
will kindly glance at today's newspaper 
they will see that the normal does not 
make news. • 


(hat survive, and these deal mainly 
with crisis, calamity, crime and misbe¬ 
havior, because these are the stuff of 
documentary evidence — of lawsuits, 
treaties, moralists’ denunciatioas. liter¬ 
ary satire, and papal Bulls. As Barbara 
Tuchman herself has remarked, “No 
Pope ever issued a Bull to approve of 
something.” 

The Itth century is particularly rele¬ 
vant to our time for it Is heavy with 
parallels, such as an inordinate atten- 
Ihm to money and possessions, causing 
conspicuous consumer consumption in a 
time of deep trouble; more than usual 
concern with the flesh; and a display of 
frenetic gaiety amid a universal sense 
of unreality and despair 

“History never repeats iLself," said 
Votaire; "man always does.” And that's 
the point of looking in a distant mirror, 
as Tuchman has done in tWs superbly 
written narrative which, as is asual in 
her work, is Iterally spiced with apho¬ 
risms (“To aMit error and cot lasses 
is rare among individuals, unknown 
among states."), and uncominoa infor¬ 
mation (“The great merchant cities of 
Venice and Bruges maintained a regu¬ 
lar postal service between them so 
highly organised that it covered the 700 
miles in seven days") 

.Simply stated, I believe this book to 
be Barbara Tuekniaa's greatest 
achievement, a mnsterfnl synthesis and 
dramatizatioii of ane tf die most tor¬ 
mented eras ia human history, when the 
w orid seemed la he spinning lo its doom. 
but when in fact our modern world was 
being born.

A Case of Overkill 


When several books on the 
same subject appear about 
the same time, comparisons 
are unavoidable. Such is the 
case with Darryl .Stewart's 
From the Edge of Kxiinc 
Don. and David Grainger's 
Animils In Peril, the latest 
entries in a recent spate of 
books on endangered ani¬ 
mats, and an earlier enlry 
which I reviewed in Septem¬ 
ber, Guy Mountfort's Back 
From (he Brink. 

Aside from the apparent 
similarity of their tilles. 
these books have in common 
the subject of wildlife conser- 
.vallon and. in particular, 
with iLs successes. All also 
u.se stories of several kinds of 
animals to illustrate these 
successes; and all — more or 
less — leave tiicir readers 
with a feeling that, given an 
even break from man. there 
is still hope for the wildlife of 
this planet. 

Stewart's From the Edge of 
Extinction and Grainger's 
Animals in Peril also share 
the distinction — in this case 
dubious — of being Cana¬ 
dian productions; they were 
written by Canadian artist- 
naturalists and came out of 
Canadian publishing houses. 
Both also manage lo overlap 
their coverage with several 
species receiving double bill¬ 
ing — that is. treatment in 
both books. 

But it is the difference be¬ 
tween the two Canadian 
books and the eariier British 
production that interests me, 
and to make my point I must

resurrect Mountfort's Back 
From the Brink — by far the 
best of the lot. 

While Mountfurt set his 
piece on a world wide stage, 
.Stewart and Grahiger stick 
mostly (0 North America, 
this legitimate difTerence is 
hardly grounds ftr erttieisa. 
But there Is one difference — 
a profound difference — that 
sets MounlbKt's book apart 
and relegates Stewart and 
Grainger to queslionabie'sta- 
tus. Thai difference is in the 
effect of the books on their 
readers. Where Mountfort's 
is s human, as well as hu¬ 
mane. exploralian of the 
ideals and emotkms of men 
and their organiutions which 
demands the emotional invol- 
vement of his reader, Stewart 
and Grainger have produced 
coldly clinical, almost anti¬ 
septic, reports of the events 
surrounding.tbeir subjects. 

Grainger fares somewhat 
better in this respect than 
Stewart, but neither reveals 
the eloquence reqpired la 
capture the imagiaaiions of 
their readers, aor arouses 
much more than superficial 
concern for their sultjects. 


'This is truly unfortuaate, 
because part of the justifica¬ 
tion for books such as these 
must be the influence they a 
may have on their reader. 

I'm afraid neither Animals In 
Peril nor From the Edge of 
Extiactfoa will do much to 
arouse Canadian readers in 
the battle to save our wild¬ 
life. 

Chaae to Ihhtk af it, Ibe 
pnblishers, who apparently 
believe that In endangered 
species they've foand another 
goose wMh golden eggs, de¬ 
serve same rritteism too. In 
these two books they may 
have contributed to a bad 
case of "endangered species 
overkill" in publishing. * 

Let roe make ane last point 
of criticism; both books seem 
lo be little more than vehi¬ 
cles for the artistic accom 
pDshments of their authors — 
Stewart with pencil and 
Grainger with paints and ink. 
Unfortunately even here they 
fad lo rise much above medi- 
acrity. 

Even as sources of infor¬ 
mation about the animals v 

they discuss. From the Edge 
of Extinction and Animals la 
Peril do little more than plow 
already well-cultivated 
ground.
